Some believe that 
Jesus comes to us in death, but Martha be 
lieved that the coming of Jesus would have 
prevented death, and she was right. See 
chapter xxi, 22, 2

thee.” 

23. “Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother 
shall rise again.” 

He did not say ‘Thy brother has already 
risen,’’ for resurrection and judgment take 
place at death, us some great men teach 
today, He taught the resurrection of the 
body from the grave (chapter v, 28, 29). Be 
ware of any who like Hymenmus and 
Philetus who would lead you astray by 
teaching that the resurrection is past al 
ready (II Tim, ii, 17, 18).

52).

THE CZAR’S CAR 


Rules Who Travels Continually Be- 
tween Two Files of Soldiers, 


When the czar travels in Russia the 
precautions taken for his safety could 
not be greater if he were in an enemy's 
sountry. <A battalion of infantry is de 
tailed forevery two miles of distance, 
and allowing 500 men as the effective 
lores of each battalion, every spot of 
ground on both sides of the track is 
sovered by sentinels within easy dis 
lance of each other.- The ezar is sud 
fenly whirled off to the station, ac 
rompanied by the chosen twelve of his 
body guard without pomp or circum 
stance, swiftly and silently. The czar 
always travels in a train of five car 
tiages. His carriage is built in a pe 
culiar style. 

The windows, while ample for light, 
are high, so that a person sitting down 
is invisible from the outside, and the 
sides of the car are fortified with plates 
of steel concealed in the ornamental 
woodwork, but strong enough to resist 
a bullet. There are two sentry boxes 
in the carriage, one at each end, and 
each looking out at an opposite side 
from the other. 

The guardsmen on duty in these 
apartments are shut in from any ob- 
servation from the interior of the car 
riage, but at intervals of about two 
feet, the whole length of the saloon, are 
electric buttons, communicating with 
the guard chambers, as well as with the 
two carriages, one containing the suite, 
and the other, in the rear, occupied by 
the guardsmen not on duty. So far, 
therefore, as the train itself is con- 
cerned, the ezar could be no more se 
cure in St. Petersburg. 

The train speeds on to its destination 
without a halt, except on account of 
accident. At a distance of not less 
than five miles ahead is a pioneer train, 
in which the imperial director of rail 
ways and the chief engineer of the par 
ticular railway on which the czar is 
traveling always ride, As the pilot 
train whizzes by the reserves along the 
line rush to arms and guard the tracks 
of the railway, waiting until the impe- 
rial train has passed, so that the spee 
tacle is presented of continuous lines of 
soldiery for hundreds of miles, Ar 
rived at the end of his journey, the 
ezar is escorted to the quarters intended 
for the imperial family. 

The streets are guarded by special 
constables, in the attire of citizens. 
Every property owner has been called 
upon to supply one or more of these 
men at his own expense to do duty 
when the sovereign makes a public ap- 
pearance, The constables average one 
in ten of the crowd that throng the 
streets, and being in ordinary dress 
they can mingle with the people, note 
what is said, and, perhaps, do some- 
thing that will obtain them regular 
employment among the secret police. 

With one-tenth the population en- 
gaged as spies upon the remainder, 
with troops enough concentrated to 
stand a formidable siege and his faith- 
ful guardsmen dogging every step, the 
ezar goes through the forins of a visit 
to the ancient capital of Russia, or 
whatever city he may choose to honor. 
—Philadelphia Telegraph.

One Policeman's Power. 

The Paris prefect of police is today 
the most unaccountable and the most 
powerful man in France. His functions 
are highly varied. He controls not 
only the ordinary police that patrol the 
streets and keep order, but also the 
detectives and officers who constitute 
the ‘‘police judiciaire,” and who work 
up criminal cases, Besides these, he is 
master of the political police—the 
government's secret agents—and he 
has in his hands a secret service fund 
to spend unaccountably except as 
regards his immediate superior, the 
minister of the interior. 

His department covers the mainte- 
nance of order everywhere in streets 
misdemeanors, the inspection of weights 
and measures, the organization of im- 
portant life saving and sanitary services, 
authority to permit or to forbid public 
spectacles, licenses of numerous sorts— 
such as omnibuses and cabs and river 
steamers—the regulation of 
trades and callings, and, in general, the 
control of a great number of services 
that affect the security of life and 
property, the public health and the 
convenience of a great community.—

A Big Hollow Tree, 

The largest tree in Snohomish coun- 
ty probably is a cedar which stands 
a little way from the Kent's prairie 
and Stanwood road, about six miles 
from Arlington. A party of nine went 


| down from this place Sunday to satisfy 


themselves of the truth of what by 
them were regarded as exaggerated re 
ports of its size. It has been claimed 
that the tree is ninety-nine feet in 
circumference, but the measurement 
taken Sunday shows it to be but sixty- 
eight feet. 

Still, that is considerable of a sap 
ling, being nearly twenty-three feet in 
diameter. If measured around the 
roots and knotty protuberances the tree 
would likely measure the ninety-nine 
feet claimed for it, but that nota 
fair test. Sunday’s measurement was 
as close to the body of the tree as a 
line-could be drawn, About seventy- 
five feet from the ground the tree forks 
into four immense branches. 

Just below the fork is a big knot hole, 
and five of the party climbed up and 
made an exploration of the inside of 
the tree, which is a mere shell, though 
still green. They went down 
forty-five feet in the tree and claim 
that there is standing room for at least 
forty men there. A peculiar feature 
which they noticed was that the tree is 
barked on the inside the same as on 
the outside.—Arlington (Wash.) Times,

Effect of Heated Copper on Rubber, 

Investigations made by Sir William 
Thomson show that metallic copper, 
when heated to the temperature of 
boiling water, in contact with rubber, 
exerts upon it a destructive effect. In 
order to ascertain whether this is due 
to the copper in or of itself, or to its 
power of conducting heat more rapidly 
to the rubber, a sheet of rubber 
laid upon a plate of glass, and on it

copper, one of platinum, one of zine, 
and one of silver. 

After a few days in the incubator at 
150 degs. Fahr., the rubber under the 
copper had become quite hard, that 
under the platinum had become slight 
ly affected and hardened at different 
parts, while the rubber under the silver 


From this it would 
that metallic copper exerts a great oxi 
dizing effect on rubber, while platinum 
has only aslight effect, and zine and 
silver respectively have no injurious in 


appear

When we read of the passover we should 
always think of the words, “Christ our 
passover is sacrificed for us’ (1 Cor. y, 7). 

2 “And supper being ended, the devil 
having now put into the heart of Judas 
Iscariot, Simon's son, to betray Him.” 

The revised version says “during sup 
per.” As to the character of Judas from 
the very first see chapter vi, 70, “Have not 
Ichosen you twelve, and one of you isa 
devil?” 

8. “Jesus knowing that the Father had 
given.all things into His hands, and that 
He was come from God and went to God.” 

4. “He riseth from supper, and laid aside

In this and the following verse see a 
seven fold action indicating its complete 
ness. Jesus could not do anything im 
perfectly. ‘The laying aside of His gar 
ments reminds us of Israel’s bigh priest, 
who on the day of atonement laid aside his 
garments of glory and beauty that clothed 
only in white linen he might go into the 
holy of holies to muke atonement for the 
sins of the nation (Ley. xvi, 4). Italso 
suggests to us that Jesus laid aside the 
glory which He had with the Father before 
the world was that He might become our 
atonement to cleanse us from all sin (il 
Cor. viii, 9; v, 21) 

6. “After that He poureth water intoa 
basin, and begun to wash the disciples’ feet, 
and to wipe them with the towel where 
with He was girded.” 

6. Then cometh He to Simon Peter, and 
Peter saith unto Him, Lord, dost thou 
wash my feet?” 

7. “Jesus anyvered and said unto him, 
What | do thou knowest not now; but 
thou shalt know hereafter.”

This may seem like humility, but it is in 
reality resisting the loving and all wise 
Saviour.

Let us be 
entirely and cheerfully submissive to His 
will in all things, desiring to learn thor 
oughly whatever Ile desires to teach us, 
never setting our will against His. 

“Jesus answered him, If I wash 
not thou hast no part with Me.”

10. “Jesus saith unto him, He that is 
washed needeth not save to wash his feet, 
but is clean every whit.” 

When we receive Jesus as our Saviour we 
are immediately accepted in Him, and are 
washed, justified und sanctified, complete 
in Him (Eph. i, 6, 7; I Cor. vi, 11, Col. ii 
10), s0 that by His finished work we ure 
made perfectly whole as to our standing 
before God and acceptance with God. But 
in reference to our state in this world and 
our daily life, we are constantly liable to 
contract defilement from without or be 
come defiled by yielding to the sin that is 
within us, and therefore need this constant 
cleansing or washing of our feet as the part 
that comes in contact with theearth, It is

HERE ARE THE FIGURES, 


They Show That the McKinley BI Ta 
Working Well for Our Industries, 


The McKinley bill had not got into op 
eration last year at election time, and the 
fulse statements concerning it could not 
be disproved, But now its good effects 
are clearly seen, Here are figures from 
the treasury department for July. 

In the first seven months of 1800 our ex 
ports of merchandise (excluding bullion) 
were valued at $440,042,084. For the same 
period for five years the average value has 
$588,004,068, In the first seven 
months of 1801 we exported goods to the 
value of #474,401,256, an increase of $34,- 
850,212 over our exports for the same time 
last year and of $86,897,168 above the aver- 
age for five years, 

The great export of cotton of course ac 
counts for some of this increase, but it can- 
hot necount for the increase in our exports 
of manufactured goods, 
months of 


articles was 10.46 percent, This year the 
percentage of manufactured goods has in 
creased to 20.82 per cent, In seven months 
we have exported manufactures to the 
extent of $08,774,615, against $85,638,808 in 
the same months of 1800, an increase of 
over $13,000,000, 

If our exports have increased our im- 
ports have not fallen behind. In seven 
months our total imports of foreign mer- 
chandise have also increased by $11,000,- 
000, being $499,686,346 for this year and 
$458,686,856 for last year. Our imports of 
food, raw materials and partly manufac- 
tured yoods hiave all increased. 

For the seven months under consider- 
ation the total imports of goods free of 
duty was valued at $250,843,776, against 
$161,826,080 for the same time last year. 

The reduction of the tariff on art in the 
McKinley bill (this high duty was left un- 
changed in the Mills bill) has led to an in- 
crease of 50 per cent. in the importation of 
paintings and statuary, 

In general it appears that the imports 
of articles put on the free list have greatly 
increased, and that of those on which the 
duty was increased have been diminished, 
showing that now American manufactur- 
ers are supplying the home market, al- 
though there has been no advance in prices, 
while in many lines there has been a dis- 
tinct reduction, 


THE GREAT DIFFERENCE, 


Senator Hoar Shows “the Line of 
Cleavage” Between the Two Parties.

poor earth, But does he tell you of the 
prosperity of the man who deserted his 
land and of the largely increased salary 
the son is making in the city? They tell 
us that they want foreign trade. 

We show them that we have raised the 
value of our imports $28,000,000 and of our 
exports $65,000,000 in the last year under 
the McKinley tariff bill, [Applause.] They 
want reciprocity with foreign nations and 
we show them the great treaties made 
with South American nations, while Eng- 
land swears and gnashes her teeth at the 
loss of commerce, Ask the Massachusetts 
people if they like the Democratic fishery 
treaty or the reciprocity treaty of James 
G, Blaine’ [Cheers and tremendous ap- 
plause. ] 


The Cotton Industry. 


The cotton mills of Fall River and other 
large manufacturing centers are a good 
example of the beneficial effects of the Mc 
Kinley bill, The mills making the finer 
grades, on which the tariff was increased, 
have found the demand much increased in 
consequence of the reduction of the im- 
ports. This has caused other mills to 
change to the finer grades, thereby aiding 
the mills making the g6oarser grades, 
Doubtless the threatened reduction of 
wages at Fall River was averted by the fa- 
vorable operation of the new tariff law.

The appearance of an article on this 
highly important subject in a recent 
issue of the Sunday Herald, calls to 
mind that some interest was excited a 
little while ago in this subject in Wo- 
burn: the attention of the authorities of 
of the Public Library and our citizens 
being called to the fact that such a plan 


was a good use for the _then unused 
Warren Academy fund in connection 
with the privileges extended by the Li- 


brary. Now this movement of Univer- 
sity Extension has been long understood 
in England, and its inauguration in 
America is a thing of recent occurrence. 
As the Herald writer puts it, it 
departure in Educational progre 
it is designed for the purpose of inter- 
esting and benefiting the general public. 
In brief terms, its design is to tender 
the elaborate facilities for instruction 
and elevation stored up in the great 
Universities to the people at large by 
means of lectures and illustrations, with 
na view of advancing the general good, 
The article in the Herald contains an 
account of the history of the moyement 
in this country. 

Harvard, Yale, Johns Hopkins and the 
other great Universities of our country 
have already joined this movement, In 
the work of University Extension the 
students are expected to work actively as 
well as the lecturer. It is a centre to 
offer intellectual culture to all who will 
partake. Indeed, says one prominent in 
in the movement, “if 1 were to define 
the root idea, it would be University 
education for the whole nation, organ- 
ized on a basis of itinerant teachers,’’ 

In America this movement was inaugu- 
rated in 1887, by educators connected 
with Johns Hopkins University. and the 
first practical work done ip this country 
was by Mr. Edward W. Bemis, a gradu 


ate of Johns Hopkins, who gave in the 
winter of 1887-8, twelve lectures in But- 
falo on economic questions, This has 


been followed by several courses of lect 
ures in several other cities. 

For some time there have been num 
erous vague and misty inquiries regard 
ing the methods of University Extension 
work, It has been questioned if it were 
possible that “the poorer classes” or 
“the working people’ shall be able to 
understand, or be interested in, or be 
benefited by, discussions of philology, 
psychology, modern classics, political 
science or social economics, It might 
have been easy to take issue with those 
who apparently regard the term “work- 
ing people’ as synonymous with the 
cruder classes, or who assume too much 


the lack of intelligence in either; how- 
ever, that would be begging the ques 


tion and it is only alluded to as typical 


of much misconception, or rather lack 
of conception, Nor is it at all strange, 
for this movement is very new in our 


own country, aud is only beginning to 
find expression in literature, Tlowever, 
this point, like many others, was brought 
hefore Prof, Moulton, one experienced 
in the work, and he said; 

“However miscellaneous the audience, 
I believe, or rather, | know that all 
Glasses can be interested in economic, 
scientific, literary aud artistic questions. 
And [ say boldly. that to interest in 
intellectual pursuits is the essential of 
education in comparison with which all 
other educational purposes must be 
called secondary. In education the in- 
terest is the life.” 

Mr. Moulton said thatvin his experi- 
ence literature had alWays been the 
most popular of subjects; and next to 
that stood history and economics, Art, 
too, was very popular, but in the sense, 
of course, of appreciation and not pro- 
duction. The art lectures were in no 
wise technical, nor calculated to. train 
artists, but rather to increase the en 
joyment of visitors to art galleries by 
rendering that enjoyment more appre- 
cit tive and intelligent.

A New Book by Dr. March. 

Last week's issue of the New York 
Observer contained a very favorable 
notice of Rey. Dr. Daniel March's latest 
literary achievement—"“MORNING Lian 
IN MANY LANDs'’—and The Congrega- 
tionalists of the week before spoke in 
warm praise of it. 

The work consists of a partial descrip- 
tion of what the author saw, heard and 
experienced in a voyage around the 
world about three years ago which was 
undertaken solely to examine into the 
work of foreign missions on the spot; 
to inform himself thoroughly of what 
has been done by the missionames in 
pagan lands; what progress is now being 
made py them; and what is likely to be 
accomplished in the future—to gather all 
possible information on this important 
subject and then report it to the world 
was the object of Dr. March's great 
voyage begun when he was considerably 
BEyeue 70 yours of age. 

The book, which contains about 400 
pages, abounds in interesting narrative;

respecting the great work of foreign 
Inissions, which the Doetor thinks is en-

Middlesex Street Railroad 
Company have petitioned the several 
frowns and cities between Chelsea and 
Woburn inclusive for permission to put 
in the trolley system of electric power 
by which hereafter to run their cars. 
ilearings on these petitions will be held 
and finished within a short time and no 
doubt exists as to what the verdict of 
the town and city authorities will be, 
for everybody wants the “lectries.” 

It is reported that horse-power will be 
exchanged for the eleetric motor on the 
Kast Middlesex route early next spring, 
and that a similar change will speedily 
follow on the North Woburn road. ‘This 
supposition is strengthened by the faet 
that the Boston & Lynn Street Rail- 
road Company, which virtually own 
the two roads above mentioned, Mr. A. 

Breed of Lynn being at the head and 
principal owner of all three, have de 
termined on adopting electricity at once, 
to which end they have planned alter-

They show 
that Major Hall was a good soldier, pro- 
moted tor gallant services in the field, 
and also that his comrades were his 
best friends, which latter is as much a 
proof of personal worth as the former 
is of military merit. The first piece 
offered is General Cilley’s letter to 
Major Hall, included in which is a copy 
of his recommendation for his promotion§ 
which was cordially endorsed by Gen, 
QO. H. Smith and Gen. Phil H. Sheridan: 


RockLAND, ME., Oct. 20, 1891. 

Dear MAvor: I find IT sent forward 
two recommendations for your promo- 
tion to Brevet Major, U.S. V. The tirst 
accompanied my report of action of the 
Regt. in the Campaign of Lee’s Surren- 
der, 

The second was made 
afterward to give a more 
count of your service. It 
thus: 

“Trespectfully recommend Capt. Henry 
C. Hall for promotion as Brevet Major. 
He has been in command of a Battalion 
during most of the Campaign of last 
fall: all the time during last winter 
and this spring. He served three months 
in the First Regt. raised in Maine and 
has been in this Regt. since its first or- 
ganization: Was wounded when in com- 
mand of his Battalion at Wyatt's Farm, 
Sept. 30, 1864. In the action near Din- 
widdie Court House he held his Bat- 
trlion with tenacity to the fire losing 
33 per cent of his officers. In the charge 
at Farmville he displayed marked — gal- 
lantry, heading the column that did the 
most to dislodge the enemy from their 
strong position on the hill just beyond 
the city. 

“The double duty imposed on the above 
officer, viz.t as Field Officer and = Com- 
pany Commander, for there was no 
Lieutenant in his company, and the 
meritorious manner in which he has dis 
charged both, deserves 1 respeetfulll 
suggest the recommended brevet rank.”

A Trip to the Winn Country. 


Wyanstay Atnms Hore, } 
RuABON, Norvi WALLS, Sept., 1891. § 
Eprrok Wopurn JOURNAL :—Having a 
leisure hours to spare while stop 
ping at Liverpool, I came to this inter- 
esting region for a night’s rest, and 
thought a few lines might interest your 
readers. In coming here from Liverpool, 
one may take the cars at Lime street 
station or cross the Mersey by tunnel 
under the river, or by ferry. IT chose the 
latter as the shortest and best route. 
Ruabon is, by this route, about forty 
miles from Liverpool, On the way we 
pass through the ancient city of Chester, 
which has a history dating back beyond 
the Roman mvasion. A day may very 
profitably be devoted to this old city. 

Ruabon is a small village in Denbigh- 
shire, in the northeast part of Wales. 
It is about 5 miles south of Wrexham, 
and near the junction of a railway lead 
wg west to Llangollen, and another 
leading south to Oswestr It is about | 
two iniles north of the river Dee whieh 
rises in the interior of North Wales. On 
the other side of the ridge, in the valley | 
of the Severn, about 15 miles distant, is 
the new artificial lake, or reservoir con- 
structed for the Liverpool water works, 
It is about 800 feet above the sea level, 
and gives to Liverpool a_ magnificent 
supply of the best water. It may be a 
matter of interest to travelers upon 
either of the steamer lines between 
Liverpool and America, to know that 
the annkibe water furnished to these 
steamers at Liverpool comes from this 
lake. The aqueduct is about 60 miles in 
length, 

Across the street on the west side of 
the hotel is the village echureh, with the 
quiet litthe church-yard lying around it. 
The chureh was built several conturies 
ago, but has the appearance of recent 
renovation. It was just at sunset when 
I stepped inside, and a little child) was 
being christened. The old ofticial showed 
me a curious fresco upon the wall which 
was not discovered until recently, and 
has been restored by a clever artist. It 
represents charitable deeds, and is 
founded upon the verse, As ye did it 
unto me,” &e., the inseription being in 
Welch. There ave also several monu- 
ments in the church, two of which are 
in memory of members of the Wynn 
family, one to the first Sir Watkins 
Wynn who died in consequence ot a fall 
from his horse, and the other to Lady 
Henrietta Wynn, daughter of Charles, 
Duke of Beaufort. East of the hotel is 
the little village school-house, a humble 
structure of one story with several 
school-rooms, 

Opposite the hotel on the south side 
is the gate-way leading to the fine park 
of about 2,000 acres, known as Wynnstay, 
the ancestral residence of Sir Watkin 
Williams Wynn, This park — extends 
northward to the river Dee which flows 
through a portion of the park. It is a 
fine tract of land containing many large 
meadows and fields of waiving grain, 
with herds of fine cattle and sheep here 
and there. There are many very large 
trees. One oak measures nearly forty 
feet in circumference, This estate was 
originally the residence of Madog ap 
Gryfydd, Mailor, founder of Valle Crucis, 
and came into the possession of the 
Wynns about two or three centuries age 
by marriage. The old mansion wits 
burned in 1858, together with a fine 
library containing many valuable manu 
scripts relative to the history of the | 
family and of Wales. Wines in the 
cellar to the value of £40,000) were un 
injured. 

he late Sir Watkin Wynn was often 
called a “Prince IN Wales,” on account 
of his prominence in the country, and 
his enormous wealth, He was very fond 
of hunting, and would hunt all day, ride 
to Ruabon in his hunting costume to 
tuke the cars for London, 200 miles dis 
taunt, dress on the way, and vote at 
night with his party. A portrait of hin 
which the landlady showed me repre 
sents lim as & portly gentlemen, not un 
like the present William Winn, Esq, of 
Woburn, or his father Col, Winn ot

As illustrating the extent of 
sessions, the following anecdote 
lated: An inquisitive tourist was once 
riding in a coach on the way to Bala 
Inside wis ® stout gentleman enjoying 
a nap, When he awoke the tourist 
asked him whose farm they were piss 
ing.

It is probable that the ancient Wynns 
of Peniarth were the deseendants of 
Collwyn, from which is the house of 
Hugh Gwyn ap John Wynne ap Wil- 
liams, and this branch is probably that 
of the existing families bearing the name 
of Wynn. Others, so far as the record 
goes, appear to have become extinct. 

One of the curiosities of this region is 
Offia’s Dyke, which runs through the 
country tor many miles. It is believed 
to have been built by Offa, King of 
Merem in the eighth century, either 
a boundary line or as a means of de- 
fence, the exact use not being known. 

Another similar structure known 
Watts’ Dyke runs in a direction 
parallel to Offa's Dyke, and in 
not more than a quarter of a mile from 
it. ‘The latter passes through the grounds 
of Wynnstay, but has been obliterated 
in places, The ground between these 
two dykes was ueutral, and business 
between the Britons, the Saxons, and 
the Dines wis transacted there, 
Offa's time, as local tradition says, the

The principal industries of Ruabon 
tre coabmining aud the manoafacture of 
tiles and pottery, One of the largest 
collieries Is situated just outside the 
borthora boundary of Wyonstay park 

That part of the river Dee which is 
above Kuabou is almost the ouly locality 
Where the coracle, or, as the Welshinan 
spells it, cergiel, may be found. The 
coracle is a portable boat used by the 
fishermen upon the river, It is about 
4 fect long, & teet broad, and made = of 
Wicker-work covered with tarpaulin, 
Raw-hide was tormerly used for cover- 
ing. Being very small, it ean be carried 
pon the head like a hat, ov umbrella.

the 4th century. At the present time 
the festival lasts three or ny days and 
the proceedings are conducted in Welsh 
and English, Candidates receive degrees, 
and prizes ave awarded tor proficiency 
in poetry, music wid literature. One of 
the principal musical instruments em 
ployed is the harp, ip playing on whieh 
the Welsh people have attuned Breat 
proficiency,

Mr. Win.iam Bo peas Casas, the Dem 
ocratic candidate for Councillor in the 6th 
District, is one of the young men who have 
put new blood into the Democratic party in 
this State.

In 1882 he became Secretary of the Mal- 
den Civil Service Reform Association and 
Malden’s Representative in the Executive 
Committee of the Massachusetts State Re- 
form League, and for nine years bas been 
w member of the General Cominittee of the 
National Civil Service Reform League 

In the campaign of 1884 he was Secre- 
tary of the Malden Independent Club, 
which supported Clevelund for President, 
and greatly diminished Blaine’s plurality in 
that city. In 1888 he worked actively for 
Cleveland's re-election. 

In 1890 Mr. Casas was made Chairman of 
the Sixth Congressional District Democratic 
Committee, which managed the campaign 
of Dr. William Everett against Henry Cabot 
Lodge. The eminent standing of the con- 
testants made the struggle a matter of na- 
tional interest, and it was largely due to 
Mr. Casas’ tireless energy and exceptional 
skill, that his party reduced Mr. Lodge's 
enormous plurality of 5,295 in 1888, to the 
sinall one of 1,040, or less than a majority, 
in 1890. 

For the past two years Mr. Casas has 
been a delegate to the Democratic State 
Convention, and also Chairman of the Ey 
ecutive Committee of the Malden Demo- 
cratic City Commitee, and it was also 
largely due to his sayacious management of 
the local campaign that a Democratic Rep- 
resentative wus elected to the General 
Court for the first time in thirty years. 

Mr, Casas is a member of the Young 
Men's Democratic Club, the Tariff Reform 
League, and other prominent organizations 
In Malden Mr. Casas is widely known and 
respected as a mun of energy and good 
judgment, and occupies various positions of 
trust, Among others that of a Trustee ot 
the Malden Hospital and one of its Sub 
Committee of three in building that impor 
tant edifice. For this le is expecially fitted 
by his unusually wide experience in’ build 
ing, having in addition to his law practice 
with great energy and good judgment devel- 
oped and built up one of the most beautiful 
portions of the City of Malden. 

He is one of the active, high-minded and 
clean-handed young men who do credit to 
Massachusetts, and his standpoint is one

1. “Lam the true vine, and My Father is 

the husbandman.” 

Having arisen to zo He still talks with 
them. Israe] was the vineyard of the Lord 
of Hosts and the men of Judah His ples 
ant plant. He also called Israel a vine 
which He had brought out of Egypt (Isa 
v. 8; Ps. Ixxx. 8) But Israel was only a 
type of Him who now spake with them, 

2. “Every branch in Me that beareth not 
fruit He taketh away.” 

“And every branch that beareth fruit, 
He purgeth it that it may bring forth more 
fruit.” 

Now He spenks of the eleven, who were 
really His but needed cleansing, that they 
might be more fruitful. Anything of self 
hinders fruitfulness, and all filthiness, 
both of flesh and spirit, must be cleansed 
This also iy His work, and He will be to it 
If we are only willing (11 Cor vii, 1; Ezek 
mat 25-27) 

8. “Now ye are clean through the word 
which I have spoken unto you,” 

The revised version says, “Already ye are 
clean,” reminding us of His words in xiii, 
10, “He that is washed is clean every whit; 
and ye are clean,” Every one in Christ is 
washed, justified, sanctified and made meet 
for the inheritence of the saints (1 Cor, vi, 
11; Col. i, 12) The moment we ure in Him 
He is our righteousness, and we are ac 
cepted in Him (11 Cor. v, 21, Eph, i, 6). He 
stands for us, und we stand in Him com 
plete, 

4. “Abide in Me and | in you. As the 
branch cannot beur fruit of itself, except it 
abide in the vine, no more can ye except ye 
abide in Me.” 

5. “Iam the vine, ye are the branches 
He that abideth in Me, and Lin him, the 
same bringeth forth much fruit; for with 
out Me ye can do nothing.” 

We all know that the grapes are gath 
ered from the branches of the vine and not 
from the stalk, and also that grapes prow 
only on the new growth of the branches 
put forth year by year. What then is this 
abiding which [He makes so much of and 
by which alone we can bear fruit? What 
can it be but conscious occupation of the 
heart with Christ; a continuous faith in 
Christ crucified, risen, interceding and 
coming again 

6, “If aman abide notin Me, he is cast 
forth as a branch, and is withered; and 
men gather them, and cast them into the 
fire and they are burned.” 

A believer may be stripped of his gifts 
and opportaifities which he failed to im 
prove, and be thus left as a warning to 
others, and finally saved as by fire (1 Cor 
iil, 11-15), or if only a nominal Christian 
as Judas, he will finally be cast into the 
lake of fire (Math. xxv, 41), 

7. “If ye abide in Me and My words abidu 
in you, yeshall ask what ye will, and it 
shall be done unto you.” 

8. “Herein is My Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be My dis 
ciples.” 

9. “Asthe Father hath loved Me, so have 
f loved you, continue ye in My love.” 

Here is the source of all true service and 
fruit bearing—the love of God. Who can 
estimate the love of God to His only begot 
ten Sou? And yet that Son says to all who 
are truly in Him that His love to us is as 
the Father's love to Himself—evewlasting, 
nochanging, « love that lays down its life 
for its enemies, a love that bears with such 
as Peter and continues to love him through 
all his wanderings, boastings and denials 

10. “If ye keep My commandments ye 
shall abide in My love; even as I have kept 
My Father's commandments and abide in 
His love.”

11. “These things have [spoken unto you, 
that My joy might remain in you, and that 
your joy might be full.” 

It was the delight of the Lord Jesus to 
do the Father's will; it was His meat and 
drink (Ps, x1, & John iv, 84) This was 
His joy, and the time will come when the 
ball be done on earth as in 
heaven; the prospect of this enabled Him 
to endure the crosa and disregard tus 
shame (Heb. xii, 1,2). When the will of 
God becomes our delight, and His way is 
way, and the 
glory of His kingdom is ever before us, 
then shall we bave His joy abiding in us 
and be filled with it fp proportion as we 
are filled with His spirit. See Rom. xiv, 17 

12. "This is my commandment, that ye 
love one another as I have loved you.” 

18. “Greater love hath po man than this, 
thata man lay down his life for his friends,’ 

This is the height of human love, to die 
fora friend, but see the love of God, for 
“God commendeth His love toward us tu 
that while we were yet sinners Christ died 
for us,” “Christ died for the ungodly” 
(Rom. v, 6-8) 

14. "Ye are My friends if ye do whatso 
ever | command you.” 

15. “Henceforth | call you not servants, 
for the servant knoweth not what his lord 
doeth.”” 

Paul took pleasure in calling himself the 
servant of the Lord Jesus, meaning by that 
his very bond slave; as one whom Jesus 
had taken captive from the enemy, but he 
rejoiced to be the servant of Jesus because 
he had been set free from the bondage of 
sin and Satun, and he knew it and was 
fully persuaded of it. He was like one whe 
#ang: 

| could not work my soul to Kave, 
For that my Lord has done; 

But | could work like any slave 
From tove to God's deur Son. 

“But | bave called you friends, for all 
things that | bave heard of My Father | 
have made known unto you,” 

Just as we tell our secrets only to our 
most intimate friends, so Jesus revenls 
Himself fully only to those who prove 
themselves His friends by keeping Iis 
words, as He said in chapter xiv, 28. 

16. “Ye have not chosen Me, but 1 have 
chosen you and ordained you, that ye 
should go and bring forth fruit, and that 
your fruit should remain.” 

In Eph. i, 4, it says that we were chosen 
in Christ before the foundation of the 
world. But it is also written in the same 
connection that we were chosen to be holy 
and without blame before Him in love; not 
chosen simply to be saved, but chosen to 
bear fruit that might abide to the glory ot 
God; not chosen merely that we might be 
happy in timeanud in eternity, but chosen to 
lay down our lives for others, that they 
too, might shure His lory 

“That whatsouver yo slinllask of the Fa 
ther in my name, He woiy give it you.”

rices Now Compare with 1857, 


About Sept. 1 a letter was sent to the 
1,400 official correspondents of the Amer- 
joan Protective Tariff league asking them 
to get the prices of the fifty-six articles 
given below from the merchants in their 
vicinity, and the result was published in 
a recent number of The American Econ- 
omist, Which says: 

The returns have been most com- 
plete, In mifiy instances the testimony 
of three and four merchants is given. 
The correspondents did not ask a deal- 
er’s politics; they were simply instructed 
to get actual retail prices as they existed 
it the period stated. We only regret 
that our readers cannot bave the benefit 
of each and every report. They will re 
main on file in this offie@ however, and 
each one is signed not only by the name 
of the correspondent, but contains the 
nunes of the merchants giving the in- 
formation, They have come not only 
from every state and territory, but from 
every nook and corner of the United 
States. Of course there is a wide di 
vergence in prices of the same article in 
different localities, due in part to dis- 
tance from large cities, but due more to 
the fact that all did not figure on exactly 
the same article, Tor instance, a mer- 
chant in one state would give the figures 
on a milk pan of one size, while a mer- 


chant in another state would give the 
price on a different size. An average of 
the whole set of returns has therefore 


been made, with the result given below 
This table has been very carefully com- 
piled and verified. It shows that with 
only one exception everything mention- 
edis lower than two years ago, and it 
shows what a difference there is between 
prices in a Protection period and a Free- 
trade period, The returns for 1857 were 
found on about one-third of the sheets, 
and were in nearly every instance taken 
from accounts of that time:

1, “These things have I spoken unto you, 

that ye should not be offended.” 

Instead of ‘be offended” the revised 
version says “be made to stumble.” [tis 
written in Ps exix, 165, “Great peace have 
they which love the law, and nothing shall 
offend them.” Or, as inthe margin, “They 
shall have no stumbling block.” 

2 “They shall put you out of the syna 
gogues. Yea, the time cometh, that who 
soever killeth you wild think that he doeth 
God service.” 

The man who was born blind had al 
ready been cast out for His sake (chapter 
ix, 85), and that was but a sample of 
what should happen to them. How any 
one could think that he was serving God 
by putting a fellow creature to death in 
the name of religion is explained by the 
confession of Paulin Acts xxvi, 0-11, and 
in Acts xxiii, l, he says he did it with a 
good conscience before God. In his epistle 
tothe Romans and to the Philippians he 
confesses that it was, however, through ig 
norance of God and His righteousness, and 
in the pride of his own self righteousness 
(Rom. x, 8; Phil. iii, 6, 9) 

8. “And these things will they do unto 
you, because they bave not known the 
Father nor Me.” 

4. “But these things have I told you, that 
when the time shall come ye may remem 
ber that I told you of them.” 

In His great love He forewarns them 
that they may not be surprised nor dis 
mayed when the events come to pass, So 
the Word of God tells us of the events of 
the last days, that as they come we may 
remember how all was foretold and not 
be discouraged by otherwise perplexing 
events, Instend of looking for the conver 
sion of the world, those who believe God 
look for perilous times, a form of Godliness 
without power, lovers of pleasure, scoffers 
at His coming (11 Tim. iii, 1-5; [1 Pet. 
iii, 8, 4) 

“And these things I said not unto you at 
the beginning, because I was with you. 

5. “But now | go My way to Him that 
sent Me, and none of you asketh Me, 
Whither goest Thou?” 

One of the uppermost facts in the mind 
of Christ was that the Father sent Him, 
for in this Gospel alone He makes mention 
of it more than thirty times. That He 
came from God and was going back to God 
(chapter xiii, 8) was to Him an ever present 
reality, So real was the unseen to Him 
that He seems surprised that they do not 
ask Himabout it. If a very rich friend 
should visit us in a humble home, and tell 
us mach of the grand estate where he lived, 
and to which he had given us a cordial in- 
vitation to come nnd make it our home, he 
would think it strange if we had nothing 
to say about the joys he set before us. 

6. “But because I have said these things 
unto you, sorrow bath filled your heart.” 

7. “Nevertheless I tell you the truth; it 
is expedient for you that I go away.” 

This should have satisfied and quieted 
them. Their response should have been, 
“It is the Lord, let Him do what seemeth 
Him good;” or, “Just and true are Thy 
ways.”’ (1 Sum. iji, 18; Hos. xiv, 9; Rev. 
xv, 3). 

“For if 1 go not away the comforter will 
not come unto you; but if I depart I will 
send Him unto you.” 

8. “And when He is come, He will re- 
prove (or convict) the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment,” 

It is wrong to speak of the Spirit as an 
influence, a thing, it; the Spirit is a person, 
Observe the pronoun ‘tHe” in these chap- 
ters applied to the Spirit. See in Acts v, 8 
4, His oneness with God, 

9. “Of sin, because they believe not on 
Me.” 

This is the sin of all sins. “He that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God” (John iii, 18), 

10. “Of righteousness, because I go to the 
Father and ye see Me no more.” 

The presence of the Spirit is proof that a 
righteous God has given Christ aseat at 
His right haud. His own people, Israel, 
condemned Him to death, but God raised 
Him up and gave Him glory, and said unto 
Him, “Sit Thou at My right hand till I 
make Thy fow#s Thy footstool” (1 Pet, i, 21; 
Acts ii, 34, 85). 

N. “Of judgment, because the prince of 
this world is judged.” 

In chapter xii, 81, He said, ‘Now is the 
judgment of this world; now shall the 
prince of this world be cast out.” Some- 
times this work of the Spirit is spoken of 
as if verse 8 read “judgment to come,” but 
that expression is found in Acts xxiv, 25; 
this refers to the judgment of him who has 
the power of qeath on Calvary 

12. “I havévet many things to say unto 
you, but ye cannot bear them now.” 

So slow were they to understand that 
He said to Philip, “Have | been su !ong 
time with you and yet hast thon not 
known Me?" (xiv, 9). Reminding us also 
of Paul's words concerning Melchisedec, 
“Of whom we have many things to say, 
and hard to be uttered, seeing ye are dull 
of hearing” (Heb. v, 11) 

13, “How be it when He, the Spirit of 
Truth, is come. He will guide you into all 
truth,” 

This seems to give the light upon their 
inability of which He spoke in the previous 
verse. What « glorious word this is for 
all who have received the Spirit We have 
His book and we have Himself, and we 
have this promise of Him who gave us 
both the book and the author that He will 
cause us to know the truth ‘There is 
therefore no need for any one to remaw in 
darkness concerning anything that is re 
vea ‘ 

“For He shall not speak of Himself, but 
whatsoever He shall hear that shall He 
spe k, and He will show you things to 
come, 

The Spirit will not speak about Himself, 
nor will he speak from Himself; He testi 
fles of Christ and speaks only what the 
Father tells Him low both Jesus and 
the Spirit unite to glorify the Father 
What emphasis it gives to such a word as 
"“Glorify God.” “ Whatsoever ye do, do all 
to the glory of God" (I Cor, vi, 20; x, 81) 

14. “He shall glorify Me; for He shall re 
ceive of mine, aud shall shew it unto you,” 

And thus honoring the Son, he would 
honor the Father also (chapter v, 23) 
When our whole being is given up to glor 
ifying God, then we shall know the Spirit's 
power, then we shall ask whatsoever we 
will, and it sliall be done that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son (chapter xiv 


18, 14). The Spirit delights to reveal 
Christ and to make known the riches of 
His grace and glory (1 Cor. ii, 12). When 


this becomes our delight we shall be filled 
with the Spirit; or when it is our desire, 
the Spirit will fill us that it may become 
our delight 

15. “All things that the Father hath are 
mine; therefore suid | that He shall take of 
mine and shall shew it unto you.” 

The Father loveth the Son and hath 
given all things into His hand (John iii, 

).

The American Postal Service.

Germany, which comes next, only has 
24,522 miles and a total transportation 
of 89,267,000 miles per annum. 

But while our railway service is one 
of great magnitude there are the star 
route and steamboat services, which 
extend over 251,792 miles, with a total 
annual transportation of over 12,000,- 
000,000 miles, ‘To carry on successfully 
this immense service requires the work 
of over 90,000 persons. The postal cor- 
respondence of this country with for- 
eign lands falls a little below that of 
Germany. Of the 90,000,000 pieces 
sent abroad during 1890, 70,000,000 were 
carried by vessels of foreign register. — 
Chicago Mail.

FAST SAILING VESSELS. 


Bwift Voyages Made When American Ship- 
ping Led the World. 

Writers of maritime history give to 
the United States the credit of estab- 
lishing long lines of communication by 
sea with far distant countries. As ear- 
ly as 1789 the merchants of Boston dis 
patched their ships direct to China and 
the East Indies, some time before Eng- 
land entered on this trade, for the 
American vessels not only brought their 
cargoes to the home markets, but also 
transshipped spices, silks, teas, sugar, 
coffee and cotton to Kurope. In those 


the outward voyage of 15,000 miles, by 
way of the Cape of Good Hope, in 150 
days, and came back via Cape Horn, 
some 17,000 miles, in the same time. 

The development of the resources of 
the east by the East India company and 
the richness of the freights carried by 
the United States vessels—the proceeds 
of a single voyage often defraying the 
first cost of the ship—induced England 
to enter into competition; thus start 
ing that rivalry between the sailing 
fleets of the two nations that was long 
the admiration of the world. 

In 1845 the Ainerican clippers—long, 
low, of good beam, very fine lines and 
with yards so square and spars so lofty 
as to set a greater spread of canyas in 
proportion to their tonnage than any 
ship hitherto sailed—entered the race 
and left all rivals far astern. Then fol- 
lowed the days of which the old ‘sad 
sen dogs” still love to tell, when every 
stitch of sail was carried until the fierce 
wind blew it from the bolt ropes; when 
for weeks the lee secuppers lay buried 
in the seething waters and the flying 
jib boom plunged deep into the white

What part is to be assigned to the 
temperance question in the approach- 
ing charter election? Is it to appear 
at all in the contest? Have the friends 
of sobriety and good order become dis- 
couraged and ready to ‘give it up?” 

The great increase of drunkenness 
on our streets is a theme for general 
remark. In no six months of the his- 
tory of Woburn, as a town or cily, 
has intoxication been 80 common, have 
rumsellers had such a lively and lucra- 
tive trade, have the evil effects of 
liquor selling been so glowing, as dur- 
ing the lust six months—from the date 
of the licenses of the grog-shops under 
the present city administration to the 
date hereof. Never! 

This is not the Journat’s simple 
suy-so, itis on the lips of everyone 
who possesses the power of ordinary 
observation and knows how to think. 

This remarkable increase in drunken- 
ness—seen, felt and lamented by all the 
best men and women of the city—must 
have a cause. What and where is it? 
What has the present city government 
been doing since May towards curtail- 
ing the illegal sale of Rum—towards 
keeping the devilish, death-dealing 
traffic within legal limits? 

The JourNnat is nothing if not a red- 
hot temperance newspaper, aud ag such 
it wants to kuow why drunkenness is 
increasing at such a terrible rate in this 
city. It asks, with all due respect, if 
our city authorities have been doing 
their duty this summer and fall? 

Mark this, good temperance men 
who are calculating to vote for a Mayor 
and City Council in a couple or three 
weeks from now—mark this, and stick 
apinit: Inthe 6 months last past 
there have been just 6 prosecutions for 
illegal rumselling in this city—just 6! 
In the corresponding months in 1889, un- 
per a license regime and about the same 
conditions, there were 22 prosecutions 
for illegal rumselling—22 mind you— 
16 more than in 1891! ‘Quite a dif- 
ference.” the thoughtful reader will be 
apt to remark. 

We will guarantee that this has not 
been the fault of Chief MeIntosh and his 
principal co-raider, Officer McDermott. 
They are ready to do their duty at all 
times without fear or favor. Who is 
to blame then? Who is responsible 
for this deplorable state of things—this 
tremendous increase in the number of 
intoxicated persons daily seen on our 
thoroughfares ? 

The opinion is widespread in this 
city that there is a malign Influence be- 
hind the Administration that accounts 
for the moral obliquity or official le- 
thargy that characterizes the treatment 
of the liquor question this year. ‘That 
baneful Influence prevents prosecutions 
for illegally carrying on the damnable 
traffic, for it reeks in moral turpitude ; 
Money is its god; Selfishness is the 
ruling passion of its heart; and long 
habit has legitimatized in its eyes the 
sale of rum, legally if may be, but 
sell it. 

This Influence must be stamped out 
by the friends of temperance. Good 
men must place their ballots ou Dec. 1 
where they will make — strongest 
against the deadly foes to sobriety, 


good morals, and true religion. ‘The 
Influence which stands behind the 


Administration and palsies the arm that 
would otherwise strike at the hellish 
traffic that is destroying the bodies and 
souls of millions of the human race—the 
very flower of it too—must be beaten, 
routed, banished, if the laws against 
illegal rumselling are ever to be en- 
forced in this city. 


HE SETTLED THE LIE, 

A story has been going the rounds 
lately to the effect that Mr. Frank M. 
Pushee, Alderman ot Ward 7, Chair- 
man of the Republican Committee of 
that Ward, and Treasurer of the Re- 
publican Ward and City Committee, 
was circulating a petition for Republi- 
can signatures to a nominating paper 
for Mayor Bean and otherwise working 
in behalf of the re-election of His 
Honor. 

The charge was of so grave a char- 
acter that the President and Secretary 
of the Republican Ward and City 
Committee deemed it obligatory on 
them to issue a warning to the Repub-

Then he went 
on and not only denied point blank the 
stories about his circulating Mayor 
Bean's nomination papers, but stated 
positively that he had seen no such 
papers, had never heard of their exist- 
ance until within 24 hours, had asked 
no one to aid Mayor Bean’s re-nomina- 
tion, had not promised his own, and 
that the whole thing was a lie made out 
of whole cloth, 

He cleared his skirits 60 completely 
that when he got through Senator 
Wyer, whose approval is worth some- 
thing, warmly congratulated him, and 
even Chairman True was compelled to 
acknowledge that Mr. Pushee had vin- 
dicated himself and brought confusion 
and chagrin to his accusers. ‘The 
stories were fulse from beginning to 
end.

Lecture on George Meredith. 


Mrs. Emily Shaw Fornan of Boston, 
formerly President of the Lyon Wo- 
meu’s Club, lectured before the Woburn 
Woman’s Club on Friday, November 
sixth. Her lecture was entitled **The 
Novels of George Meredith.” Mrs. 
Fornan began her paper by a com- 
parison of the romances of long ago 
with the novels of to-day. In the 
present there are two classes of novels; 
the natural or photographic, and the 
psychological or ideal. ‘The writings 
of Meredith belong to the latter class. 

The lecturer gave only a few facts 
relative to the man; it was as a writer 
she wished us to know Meredith. 
George Meredith was born in Hamp- 
shire, England, about 1828. His first 
published works were two volumes of 
poems; his first novel was **The Or- 
deal of Richard Feverel.”’ Roberts 
Brothers were the first to edit his works 
in America. [He has never been widely 
read and he is likely never to be popu- 
lar. He has been compared to Brown- 
ing in the strength und subtilty of 
his writings; and he possesses, in a 
similar degree, creative imagination, 
originality and force. We were told 
not to be discouraged in reading 
Meredith even if many attempts to 
like him proved unsuccessful. 

Mrs. Fornan thinks Meredith one of 
a very few authors to treat fairly of the 
friendships between women; she re- 
ferred to Diana of The Crossways in 
confirmation of her statement. 

The women of Meredith’s books are 
womanly, the men are manly. Mere- 
dith never sermonizes; he furnishes 
the text, his readers can expound it ac- 
cording to their understanding. ‘The 
lecturer read a description of A 
November day from  Beauchamp’s 
career; and a sketch of a day in June, 
from Diana of the Crossways. She 
also read extracts from the following 
works: The Adventures of Harry 
Richmond, ‘The Egoest, Richard Fevy- 
erel, and Evan Harrington. 

Mrs. Fornan seems conversant with 
her subject. She certainly was deeply 
impressed with the selections she read. 
The characters in these novels seem as 
real to her as persons! acquaintances, 
and they are far better known and un- 
derstood 

This lecture ought to create an inter- 
est in the writings of this remarkable 
author, for it was given in a spirit of 
enthusiasm and admiration. —G. M. B.

1. "These words spake Jesus, and lifted 

up His eyes to Heaven and said, Father, 

the hour is come, glorify Thy Son, that 

Thy Son also may glorify Thee,” 

2 “As Thou hast given them power over 
all flesh that He should give eternal life to 
as many as Thou bast given Him.” 

In this verse and in verses 6, 9, 11, 12, 24 
Tle speaks seven different times of believ 
ers as “given to Him by the Father.” We 
are reminded of chapters vi, 87, x, 20, and of 
the chosen ones of this dispensation, in 
training for service in the kingdom, when 
through the elect church and elect Israel 
He will bless the whole world. 

8 “And this is Life Eternal, that they 
might know Thee, the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ, whom Thou hast sent,” 

To know God is better than wisdom, or 
might, or riches, and is the only thing 
worth glorying in, Jer, ix, 28, 24. “He that 
glorieth, let him glory in the Lord.” 

4. “T have glorified Thee on the earth; | 
have finished the work which Thou gavest 
Me to do.” 

One of His lust words on the cross was, 
“Tt is finished’ (xix, 80) He here seems to 
anticipate that which would there be fully 
accomplished 

5. “And now, O Father, glorify Thou Me 
with Thine own Self, with the glory whieh 
I had with Thee before the world was.” 

This is to me one of the simplest and 
strongest proofs of the divinity of Christ. 
He here says that He has with the Father 
before the world was and shared his glory 
Put with this John i, 1-8, Col. i, 16, 17, Heb 
1,2, 8, and | fail to see how any one can 
doubt that Christ was God without most 
fearful perversion of the words of Scrip 
ture, Jer, 28, 86 

6. “IT have manifested Thy name unto 
the men which Thou gauvest Me out of the 
world, Thine they were and Thon gavest 
them Me, and they bave kept Thy word.” 

Jesus did not manifest Himself but the 
Father. He sought not Hisown glory, but 
the glory of the Father (chapter viii, 20, 50) 
He revealed the Father to those whom the 
Father had given unto Him (chapter i, 18) 

7. “Now they have known thatall things 
whatsoever Thou hast given Me are of 
Thee,” 

He had made it so plain to His disciples, 
both by words and deeds, that He only 
said what the Father told Him to say, and 
that all His works were simply the Father 
working through Him (chapters xii, 49; xiv, 
10), that they could not but believe that He 
Was sent of God, and that the invisible 
God, whom no man hath seen, nor can see, 
was manifest in Him (I Tim. vi, 16; fii, 16; 
John xiv, 9) How we should take to heart 
the question “What hast thou that thou 
didst not receive?” (I Cor, iy, 7) and never 
boast as if we bad anything or did any 
thing as of ourselves. 

8 “For I have given unto them the 
words which Thou gavest Me; and they 
have received them, and have known sure- 
ly that Icume out from Thee, and they 
have believed that Thou didst send Me.” 

How kindly in this prayer the Saviour 
passes by the unbelief of His disciples, 
making mention only of their faith, So 
in the letters to the churches in Rey. ti, 
fii, He first approves and commends all 
that He possibly can in each. 

9 “i pray for them. I pray not for the 
world, but for them which Thou hast given 
Me; for they are Thine.” 

10, “And all Mine are Thine and Thine 
are Mine; and | am glorified in them.” 

He delights to reassure us that we who 
believe in Him are not only His but the 
Father's, not only the Father’s gift to Him 
but His and the Father’s toxether (chapter 
x, 20). A purchased people to show forth 
His praises and to glorify God (1 Pet. ii, 9, 
margin; | Cor vi, 19, 20). Paul could tes 
tify “They glorified God in me” (Gal. i, 24), 
and by the sume power it should be true 
of us. 

lL, “And now | am no more in the world, 
but these are in the world, and I come to 
Thee,” 

“Holy Father, keep through Thine own 
name those whom Thou hast given Me, 
that they may be one as we are.” 

We are committed to Him who is able to 
keep us from falling (Jude 24), or as in the 
RK. V., “Guard us from stumbling.” We 
are kept by the power of God, who is able 
to make us stand (1 Pet. 1-5; Rom. xiv, 4). 
And we are so to abide in Him that it may 
be manifest that we are one with Him. 

12. “While | was with them in the world 
I kept them in Thy name.” 

“Those that Thou gavest Mel have kept, 
and none of them is lost but the son of per 
dition; that the Scripture might be ful 
filled.” 

By comparing Ps. cix, 8, and Acts 1, 20, 
we sce the Scripture, or one statement of 
Scripture, which was fulfilled in Judas, 
concerning whom Jesus said, “Have not | 
chosen you twelve, and one of you is a 
devil?” (John vi, 70, 71), from which we 
infer that he was not given of God, but 
chosen for a purpose, 

18, "And now come I to Thee, and these 
things | speak in the world, that they 
might have My joy fulfilled in them 
selves.” 

In chapter xv, 11, He desired them to be 
full of joy; also in xvi, 24, yet in xvi, 33, 
He assures them of tribulation, but ex- 
horts them to of good cheer. Paul 
learned to wlory in tribulation and infirm 
ities (Rom y, 8, I] Cor, xii, 9, 10), but bis 
arm wis to show forth the power of 
Christ, and bis comfort was the glory to 
be revealed (tom, viii, 18) The Saviour’s 
joy was also that which He saw before 
Him (Heb. x1), 2) and which sustained 
Him in His sufferings. 

14 “Lhave given them Thy word, and 
the world bath hated them, because they 
fre not of the world, even asl um not of 
the world,” 

1. “I pray oot that Thou shouldst take 
them out of the world, but that Thou 
shouldst keep them from the evil,” 

Or from the evil one as in the R. V 
I John vy, 19, R. V,, it is written that the 
whole world lieth in the evil one, Our 
position then is In the world, not of the 
world, kept by the power of God from the 
evil one, 

16, ‘They are not of the world, even as | 
am not of the world.” 

17. “Sanctify them through Thy truth 
Thy word is truth,” 

18, “As ‘Thou hast sent Me into the 
world, even so have I also sent them tuto 
the world.” 

19..“And for their sakes | sanctify My 
self that they also might be sanctified 
through the truth,”

Diphtheria from Cow's Milk. 

Dr. E. Klein, the bacteriologist of 
London, states that he inoculated two 
cows upon the shoulders with the diph 
theritic virus, The inoculation was fol 
lowed by the occurrence of vesicles and 
pustules upon their udders, and mi- 
crobes were found in their milk. Two 
calves were inoculated with the matter 
taken from the vesicles and pustules, 
and similar eruptions were produced 
in them, followed by broncho-pneumo- 
nia and fatty kidneys such as occurred 
in the cows, Two cats fed with the 
inilk from the cows sickened with feline 
diphtheria, and this was followed by 
an epidemic among the cats kept for 
experimental purposes in the laboratory. 
Fourteen sickened with it, some of 
them dying.—Dr. J. Lewis Smith in 
Babyhood. 


Medicinal Qualities of Strawberries. 

All herbalists agree in pronouncing 
strawberries as wholesome and bene- 
ficial beyond every other English fruit. 
Their smell is refreshing to the spirits, 
they abate fever and are diuretic and 
gently laxative. The leaves may be 
used in gargles for quinsies and sore 
mouths, ‘The chemical constituents of 
the strawberry are a peculiar volatile 
aroma, sugar, mucilage, pectine, citric 
and malic acids in equal parts, woody 
fiber and water. The fruit is muci- 
laginous, somewhat tart and saccha- 
rine. It is especially suitable in in 
flammatory and putrid fevers, and for 
catarrhal sore throats.—London Tit- 
Bits.

Then their eager gaze is turned up- 
ward to the branches; they crave a 
single leaf, but none would dare pluck 
it from the tree; it must fall in full 
maturity to yield its naximum of merit.

the leaves rustle; the watchers gaze 
more expectantly; a withered member 
is separated from its branch and comes 
sailing down, 

There is no whoop of exultation, no 
trifling smile; but instead, a deter 
mined sally, a pious scramble, a col- 
lision of zealous hands and heads, and 
the solitary leaf is borne away in the 
happy bosom of the successful compe- 
titor. The prizes were few and the 
competitors were many, so I could only 
hope to secure one by remaining til! 
the pilgrims, at nightfall, had turned 
their steps homeward; but even then 
robed priests remained to guard this 
holy of holies, 

As if, however, to reward my pa- 
tience, two leaves fell at ny feet, where- 
upon, well satisfied, I turned away from 
a tree that is enshrined in the hearts of 
four hundred millions of the human 
family, and which is, in all probability, 
the oldest historical tree in the world; 
and when I tell the reader that it has 
been dropping its consecrated leaves 
into the outstretched hands of pilgrims 
for 2,180 years, he will, I trust, pardon

The charge against the young wife is 
for poisoning her husband, Bartholomew 
Holloran, to whom she had been wedded 
only 6 weeks at the time of the alleged 
criminal act which was committed (it at all) 
about the 25th of last month. She is only 
22 years old and the husband about 87 
Phe poison was said to have been spread on 
hisdinner taken in atin bucketto Symmes's 
Corner where he worked. He ate, like to 
have died (according to hie testimony), but 
finally recovered. The woman says she 
put “love powders” on her husband's food 
to make him more affectionate, 

As to what wae spread on the bread Prof 
Wood, a famous chemist of Harvard, to 
whom the powder was submitted by Chief 
McIntosh for analysis, thus testifies : 

Prof. Edward S. Woods was the next 
witness, tle ‘*ostified thaton Nov. 10 he 
was handed some powder by Chief Me- 
Intosh. An examination of the powder 
showed considerable flour which contained 
white arsenic. On Nov. 12 received a quart 
of urine, and analysis showed arsenic in 
it.

Prot. Wood then testified that the results 
of paris yreen poisoning do not differ 
essentially from those produced by arsenic, 
pure and simple. Witness then described 
symptoms of various kinds of poison when 
taken into the system, The white arsenic 
may have been what is commonly known as 

‘Rough on Rate.” 

Witness then described minutely the tests 
he applied to the powder that he might 
detect arsenic. He would make several 
other tests, in order to ascertain the amount 
of arsenic found in the powder.

2 “And Jadas also, which betrayed Him 
knew the place; for Jesus ofttimes re 
sorted thither with His disciples.” 

In chapter vii, 53, viii, 1, we read that 
“Every man went unto his own hotse 
Jesis went unto the Mount of Olives.’ 
This He did very often, and therefore 
Judas knew the place well 

8. “Judas then, having received a band 
of men and officers from the chief priests 
and Pharisees, cometh thither with lan 
terns and torches and weapons.” 

Matthew and Mark speak of a great mul 
titude with swords and staves (Math, xxvi, 
47; Mark xiv, 48). Judas had left the sup 
per chamber before the discourse, and prob 
ably at the close of the passover feast and 
before the institution of thesupper 

4, “Jesus, therefore, knowing all things 
that should come upon Him, went forth 
and said unto them, Whom seek ye?” 

Itisone of the greatest mercies of our 
lives that we know not whatshall be on 
the morrow (Jus. iv, 14), nor even what the 
next hour may bring to us, But Jesus 
went forward from Nazureth to Calvary 
knowing everything that should come to 
Him from day to diy. 

5. "They answered Him, Jesus of Naz 
areth. Jesus saith unto them, | am He 
And Judas also, which betrayed Him, 
stood with them.’ 

This title, “Jesus of Nazareth,” is found 
just twenty times in the Gospels and in the 
Acts. In Matthew, twice: Mark, four 
times; Luke, three; John, four, and Acts 
seven, It isthe titleof humiliation and 
contempt, and yet of power; compare John 
{, 45, 46, with Acts iv, 10; x, 88, reminding 
us that when we ure willing to be despised 
and be nothing inthe eyes of the world, 
then God can show [is power in us, ‘The 
reply of Jesus, “I um,’’ found three times 
in this lesson and so often in this gospel, 
reminds us of God’s words to Moses, ‘“Tbus 
shalt thou say unto the children of Israel 
i AM hath sent Me unto you (Ex. iii, 14) 

6. “As soon then as He had said unto 
them, | am, they went backward, and fell 
to the ground,” 

See the power of His breath, what will 
it be when with the breath of His lips He 
shall slay the wicked (Isa. xi, 4). A few 
rays of light from the same Jesus of Naz 
areth sent Saul of Tarsus helpless to the 
ground (Acts xxii, 6-8), and «a word fol 
lowing sent conviction to his heart 

“Then asked He them again, Whom 
seek ye? and they said, Jesus of Nazureth,” 

Had He so willed it they would have 
been like the thousands of the Assyrian 
army (Isa. xxxvii, 86) and never have risen 
to their feet again, but He allows them to 
recover themselves and once more to ap- 
proach Him when He again repeats His 
question as before, and they give the same 
reply. Lf with but a truth of theirearnest 
ness in seeking to take His life they had 
only sought Him to give them life how dif 
een had been the result. 

8. “Jesus answered, I have told you that 
Iam He; if, therefore, ye seek Me, let these 
go their way.” 

Observe His care of the disciples; His 
hour has come to die, but theirs not yet 
He cheerfully gives Himself because His 
time has come, but He will spare them till 
their appointed time. 

9 “That the saying might be fulfilled 
which He spake, Of them which Thou 
gavest Me have | lost none.” 

In this prayer He said, “Those that thou 
gavest me I huve kept, and none of them is 
lost but the son of perdition; that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled (chapter xvii, 
12). It does not appear that Judas was 
ever given to Him, for: had he been given 
to Christ he could not have pyyished. Why 
Christever chose him, knowtg him to be 
a devil (chapter vi, 70, 71), is somewhat of a 
mystery which we will better understand 
some day. This much we know now, that 
Judas was one of the strongest witnesses 
to the innocence of Jesus (Math, xxvii, 3, 4) 

10. “Then Simon Peter, having a sword, 
drew it and smote the high priest’s servant 
and cnt off his right ear, The servant's 
name was Malchus,” 

Here we see an unbeliever suffering 
through the rashness and un-Christlike 
conduct of a disciple, aud that is no un- 
common circumstance in our time, but 
rather a cause of stumbling to many. Not 
only were two swords enough (Luke xxii 
88), but this one proves more than enough, 

IL. “Then said Jesus unto Peter, Put up 
thy sword into the sheath; the cup which 
My Father hath given Me, shall I not 
drink it?” 

Luke says that Jesus touched his ear and 
healed him (xxii, 5), Matthew says that 
Jesus said to Peter, ‘They that take the 
sword shall perish with the sword’! (xxvi, 
52), and added the words about the Father 
giving Him more than twelve legions of 
angels, 

12, ‘Then the band and the captain and 
officers of the Jews took Jesus and bound 
Him.” 

Matthew and Mark record that now all 
the disciples forsook Him and fled (Math, 
xxvi, 56; Mark xiv, 50), Just as Jesus had 
foretold that they would, and as the Spirit 
through Zechariah had also said hundreds 
of years before (Math. xxvi, BL; Zech. xiii, 
7). Every word of God shall be literally 
fulfilled in due time, See Jesus meekly 
yielding Himself into the hands of this 
mob; see them bind Him as if He had been 
some desperate criminal destroying life 
and property; see the hands that had been 
always stretched out in blessing for the 
deaf, dumb, blind, sick and dead, now 
bound with cords, and let your heurt suy, 
“All for me.” Ask also, Do Lever by un- 
belief or rebellion tie the hunds of Jesus. 

18. “And led Him away to Aunas first 
for he was father-in-law to Caiaphas, 
which was the high priest thatsame year.” 

In the first chapter of this gospel we 
heard the words, “Behold the Lamb of 
God,” but now we see Him, “Brought asa 
lamb to the slaughter” (Isa. liil, 7), Jesus 
Hiinself is the true High Priest of whom 
all the priests were only types, but He is 
also the true sacrifice in whom all sacri 
fices have their fulfillment, He is Burnt 
offering, Meat offering, Peace offering, Sin 
and ‘Trespass offering all in one, Every 
sacrifice pointed to Him, and as we think 
of Him, “Foreorduined before the founda. 
tion of the world, but manifest in these 
last times for us’ (J Pet. i, 20), what whole 
hearted devotion should be seen in us as 
we daily present our bodies a living sacri 
fice for His service. Rom, xii, Ll.

He said his name 
was Story, that he was a son of the 
late Associate Justice Story, of the su 
preme court of the United States, and 
author of the ‘Commentaries on the 
Constitution of the United States,’ as 
well as a brother of W. W. Story, the 
sculptor and poet. 

“He said he had been in that place 
six months, which was by no means in- 
viting, and all of his efforts to tind out 
why he was inearcerated or to secure a 
hearing had been without avail.

THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


The voters of Woburn have hereto- 
fore acted wisely in excluding party 
politics from the elections of School 
Committee. To this is may mainly to 
be credited the excellent character of 
the Board now and in years past, and 
will, if adhered to, insure the same 
high grade of personal intelligence, 
cultivation, prompt obedience to the 
demands of duty, aud loyalty to the 
best interests of our public schools, iv 
the future. 

In all the necessary qualifications 
that go to make up a School Bourd of 
the most efficient and useful character 
the present compares favorable with 
any that have served in the past. ‘The 
members are especially fitted for the 
office; they are particularly solicitous 
to see the Woburn schools maintain 
their present honorable place in the 
front ranks of the schools of the State;

The Berbern mother giyes her family name 
to her children and the estates descend 
through the female line; and the Berbern 
women are admitted to public council, In 
barbarious Africa the women are famous as 
generals and soldiers. ‘They are powerful, 
beautiful, and almost insensible to fatigue 
whom one would rather read of than 
encounter. There are also orders of 
priestesses as well as priests, 

In several African states women are 
prominent as manufacturers, artisans, 
merchants and politicians, and in Abyssinia 
the women never sew, knit, or do the 
family washing—these duties are left to the 
men.

1, ‘Then Pilate therefore took Jesus and 
seotirged Him.” 

Pilate finding no fault {n Him (xviii, 88) 
desired to release Him, but they insisted 
upon the release of Barabbas, a robber and 
murderer, How like those who now pre 
fer the devil, a murderer from the begin- 
ning, to Jesus, the Prince of Life. 

2. “And the soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns and put it on His head, and they 
put on Him a purple robe,” 

8. “And said, Hail, king of the Jews! 
and they smote Him with their hands,” 

4. “Pilate therefore went forth again 
and saith unto them, Behold, I bring Him 
forth to you, that ye may know that I find 
no fault in Him.” 

His second testimony to the innocence of 
Jesus (see his third in verse 6), Compare 
the testimonies to His innocence and _ holi- 
ness given by Judas, Pilate’s wife, the 
thief on the cross and the Roman cen- 
turion (Math, xxvii, 4, 19; Luke xxiii, 41, 
47). He was indeed a lamb without blem- 
ish and without spot; holy, harmless, un- 
defiled and separate from sinners (1 Pet. i, 
19; Heb. vii, 26). 

6. ‘Then came Jesus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the purple robe, 
And Pilate saith unto them, Behold the 
man,” 

Concerning the first king over Israel we 
are told that when Samuel saw Saul the 
Lord said unto him, “Behold the man” 
(I Sam, ix, 17). Saul, however, was a great 
contrast te Him of whom itis written in 
Zech. vi, 12, 18, "Behold the man whose 
bame is the Branch. * * * He shail 
build the temple of the Lord, and He shall 
bear the glory, and shall sit and rule upon 
His throne.”” The Jews recognized Him 
not as He stood before them with scourged 
back, and thorn crowned head, and blood 
stained face; but they shall see Him again 
to their great sorrow (Zech. xii, 10), 

6. “When the chief priests therefore and 
officers saw Him, they cried out, saying, 
Crucify Him, crucify Him.” 

7. “The Jews answered Him, We havea 
law, and by our law He ought to die, be 
cause He made Himself the Son of God.” 

Their accusitions were that He said God 
was His Father, making Himself equal 
with God, and that He, being a nan, made 
Himself God (chapter v, 18; x, 83). His 
works had clearly proved that He was 
what He suid He was, for who but God 
could cleanse the leper, open the eyes of 
one born blind and raise the dead. He 
called attention to these, saying, “The 
works which the Father hath given Me to 
finish, the same works that I do bear wit- 
ness of Me that the Father hath sent Me” 
(chapter v, 36). 

8. “When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying he was the more afraid.” 

9. “And went again into the judgment 
hall and saith unto Jesus, Whence art 
Thou? But Jesus gave Him no answer.” 

Jesus kuew when to speak, and just 
what to say, and when to be silent. If we 
are true believers Christ is in us, why then 
should we not know just when to speak 
and when to be silent. 

10. Then saith Pilate unto Him, Speak- 
est Thou not unto me? Knowest ‘Thou 
not that I have power to crucify Thee, and 
have power to release Thee?” 

So it seemed to Pilate, but he like other 
ralers of whom we read in Scripture knew 
not that “The Most High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to whom 
soever He will, and setveth up over it the 
basest of men” (Dun, iv, 17). 

ll. “Jesus answered, Thou couldst have 
no power at ail against Me, except it were 
given thee from above; therefore he that 
delivered Me unto thee hath the greater 
aii.” 

Even the devil could not lay a finger on 
Job, the servant of God, without God’s per- 
mission (Job i, 12; ii, 6). How much less 
could Pilate token the Son of God without 
permission from God. But permission from 
God does not lessen the guilt of the sinner, 

12. “And from thenceforth Pilate sought 
to release Him; but the Jews cried out, 
saying, If thou let this man go thou art 
not Cwsar’s friend; whosoever maketh 
bimself a king speaketh against Casur.”’ 

Pilate knew Him to be innocent and 
had three times testified to that fact; he 
had just acknowledged to Jesus that he 
had power to release Him; he knew that 
that was the right thing to do, and yet he 
hesitates to do it. We cannot say a good 
word in favor of his fear todo right. 

18. “When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying he brought Jesus forth and sat 
down in the judgment seat, in a place that 
is called the Pavement, but, in the He- 
brew, Gabbatha.” 

Pilate decides to continue Cwsar's friend 
at all costs, however much he would like 
to be a friend of Jesus, and he sits on the 
judgment seat as Casar’s representative. 
We are now to see and hear the world’s de 
cision in reference to the Christ of God. 

14. “And it was the preparation of the 
passover and about the sixth hour, and he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold your king!” 

In verse 5 it was “Behold the man!” 
Son of Man, Son of God, King of the Jews, 
it is all true. [t shall be seen now ere 
long, and the passover shall have its com- 
plete fulfillment in the kingdom of God 
(Luke xxii, 15, 16) when He shall come, no 
longer in humiliation riding upon an ass’ 
colt (John xii, 14, 15), but upon the white 
horse of power and victory, accompanied 
by all the armies of heaven (Rey, xix, 11-16). 

15, “But they cried out, Away with Him! 
Away with Him! Crucify Him! Pilate 
saith unto them, Shall I crucify your 
king? ‘The chief priest answered, We have 
no king but Cwsar,”” 

Contrast Ps. |xxxix, 18, The Lord is our 
Hlefense, and the Holy One of Israel is our 
King.” But, as it was in Samuel's days, 
when they rejected God as their king 
(1 Sam, viii, 7), 80 now they rejected God 
manifestin the flesh, the Son of David, 
Son of Abraham, Son of Man, Son of God, 
and they have been reaping the fruits of 
their choice from that day to this. May 
our hearts truly say as we by faith look 
upon Jesus, ‘My King and My God,” and 
let ns add, “hy servants are ready to do 
whatsoever my Lord the King shall ap 
point” (11 Sam, xv, 15). 

16. “Then delivered 
unto them to be crucified. 
Jesus and led Him away.” 

The voices of the chief priests prevailed, 
a robber aod murderer was set free and the 
Jews chose Cwsur instead of God. Pilate 
also decided against Jesus in favor of 
Cwsar. And to this day our Lord is still 
rejected and by the world disowned, by the 
many still neglected and by the few en- 
throned. Heis ever before us for reception 
or rejection, and many times a day we 
must decide for Him or against Him, Let 
usalways say “We have no king but Jesus.”

An Explanation. 


Eptror Wonurn Journat: When look- 
ing for wsite to build upon LT thought of 
purchasing my present lot and understood 
that the late Mr. [lartshorn had a restriction 
on it to the effect that no building should be 
erected within forty feet of his line. Iwent 
to see him and he told me that he should be 
glad if I would purchase the lot and he 
would willingly take the restriction off 
because if I built upon it I would put 
nothing on it objectionable. With this 
understanding I purchased the lot and 
commenced a dwelling. Before it was 
completed Mr. Hartshorn died. [ then told 
his son what his father had agreed to do, but 
he wanted one half the value of the land to 
take off the restriction. ‘This I refused to 
do and nothing has ever been done about it. 

There wae no sidewalk on the Main and 
Cheetnut etrect side of the promises and no 
way to approach except from Kilby street 
about fifty yards from Main street. At the 
junction of Main and Kilby streets there 
was a triangular piece of land with a lamp 
post in the middle, which Mr. W. P. Fox 
told me was erected by his father and 
another man many years ago, It was a 
meeting place for young people on evenings 
and we were obliged to listen often to 
offensive and vulgar speech from hoodlums 
of both sexes, and when reproved they said 
it had been the meeting place of their 
parents and themselves for more than twenty 
years, and refused to go away. 

I made application to have Main street 
atraightened and over fifty persons signed 
the petition, and the County Commissioners 
agreed to make Muin street sixty feet wide 
from Church street to New Boston street. 

When the Board came on the last time to 
establish the line agreed upon there was 
auch an opposition coming from residents of 
Kilby street that Mr. Reed, Chairman of 
the County Commissioners, said that as the 
Town was soon to become a city it gave 
them an opportunity to leave it for city 
action, and that would relieve the County 
of the expense. There was no betterment 
law and the whole expense would have come 
on the County. 

As the improvement according to County 
Commissioners survey on Main street would 
make a better entrance to Kilby street it is 
hard to understand why people owning no 
property on Kilby street within 250 feet of 
Main should object, unlesst it marred the 
beauty of that ancient and beautiful 
thoroughfare. Many signers of the petition 
said they would sign one to make Main 
street 60 feet wide from Winchester line to 
North Woburn. 

I asked the town government to change 
the line from survey of 1854 s0 that I might 
save the fine shade trees in front of my 
house. As Main street was 85 feet wide at 
that point I could see no objection to it 
The opposition coming almost entirely from 
residents of Kilby street was able to stay 
proceedings. I then of my own accord took 
the old fence away having previously put it 
where I was directed by Superintendant of 
Highways, The Selectmen finally marked 
a line about ten inches on the Kilby street 
side on survey of 1854 and about two feet 
on the Chestnut street side and made a side- 
walk, but Mayor Jolinson later told the 
authorities to put the walk further out to 
save the trees. I then put up a fence 
within about one foot of that line. Then 
the Kilby street people were enraged and 
snidithe fence must be removed. I then 
asked the authorities to allow it to remain 
until the street was straightened so that 
edgestones could be put up and a walk 
made, I also asked them to put the line on 
or gear the County Commissioners survey, 
all of which they refused to do. 

A few months ago I wae ordered to re- 
move that fence in compliance with a 
petition from residents of Kilby street which 
petition was eigned and circulated by 
Jacob Wright, Mr. Mulligan, Warren P. 
Fox and others and among them the wives 
of some, I complied, but not clear back to 
the line, curving it out to save the trees, 
A recent survey resulted in a gain for Kilby 
street of one and one half inches in width 
and Main atreet five or six inches. The 
residents of Kilby street said if the fence 
was ore inch out of the way they would 
have it again removed, These same people 
ayain took a hand and attempted to yet 
action to have it changed back to the old 
line of 1854, and destroying the shade trees, 
but the City Solicitor told them it could not 
be done. [then reevived notice from the 
city fathers yiving me 48 hours in whieh to 
move the fenve again, and I complied 
prowplly, 

I have been accused of stealing the public 
highway, Mr. Fox telling me that I had got 
40 or 26 feet over the line on land which

Kimball has for some years past car- 
ried on quite a large and lucrative 
business in the burned shop, but he 
told a reporter after the fire that his 
continuance of the same was a matter 
of considerable doubt. ‘There is scant 
money in leather-making now, and it

PROHIBITION DOING WELL. 


Several Massachusetts cities held 
charter elections last ‘Tuesday, in nearly 
all of which the license question was 1 
live issue. It is gratifying and encour- 
aging to the temperance heart to read 
the returns from them. License failed 
to capture a single town or city, and held 
its own only by a reduced majority iu 
each one of them. In Lowell, for ex- 
ample, the vote for Rum was wonder- 
fully reduced, and in others there was 
such a diminished Rum ballot that the 
saloouists ought to be able to see the 
handwriting on the wall. 

The result in Chelsea was a big gain 
for ‘No License.’’ For three weeks 
prior to the election a hot contest had 
been carried on and the rummies moved 
heaven and earth to win the day. But 
they were so badly defeated all along 
the line that it will be some time be- 
fore the Great Enemy to the human 
race attempts to regain a foothold in 
that city. 

Cambridge, Somerville, Haverhill 
and other places won the fight for pro- 
hibition, and thus have the friends of 
temperance in this State great cause for 
rejoicing over last Tuesday’s elections. 


THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

When the Democratic caucus re- 
assembled on last Monday morning to 
try to nominate a candidate for Speaker 
of the National House of Representa- 
tives the fight bid «as fair as at the 
adjournment on the previous Saturday 
to be indefinitely prolonged. It was 
predicted that it would be one of the 
longest and most tedious on record and 
probably end in the choice of Mills of 
Texas, the leader of the free trade 
wing of the party. But the caucns 
disappointed the country for at 10 
o'clock on Monday evening, on the 30th 
ballot, Judge Crisp of Georgin, who 
had maintained a slight lead over 
Mills from the start, won by 15 
plurality and 10 over all. 

The result was a sore disappoint- 
ment to the out-and-out Free Traders 
for Judge Crisp, while as rotten on the 
silver question as the wildest of his 
fellow partisans, is not in sympathy 
with Mills on his free trade vagaries 
and never has been. ‘The election of 
the Georgian was also a hard blow to 
the Mugwumps, everyone of whom 
was for Mills und free trade. 


THE MESSAGE. 

President Harrison sent his third 
annual message to Congress at noon on 
Wednesday and on its receipt it was 
subjacted to the ordinary treatment of 
such communications, namely, read 
and referred. 

It is just such a document as anyone 
might look for from such a source, that 
is to say, it is sound in principle, 
clearly written, and American to the 
core. Current political affairs of the 
Nation are discussed in a musterly 


manner; practical recommendations 
are made; a clear insight into our 
relations with foreign countries is 


given; orthodox doctrine on money and 
tariff is proclaimed: and many other 
live issues treated. 

On the whole it is just and fuir to 
say that the Message is one of the 
ablest State papers that has issued from 
& Presidential pen for a long while. 


NO CHANGE OF INCUMBENTS. 

One of the questions settled by our 
late city election was the important one 
that in 1892 the public offices in Muni- 
cipal Building will be filled by the 
same people who are now occupy- 
ing them. ‘This, without the least 
doubt, will include the City Clerk. 

This arrangement, we have no ques- 
tion, will vive better sutisfuction than 
any other that might be adopted. Some 
of the Democracy will doubtless ‘*kick”’ 
at the retention of Moreland, but a 
study of the incoming Council shows 
that he has the inside track and will 
meet with but little opposition to his re- 
election. 


CONGRESS OPENED, 

At noon last Monday the 52d Con- 
gress was duly opened amid uproar and 
confusion. 

Judge Crisp was elected Speaker on 
‘Tuesday and forthwith took charge of 
the-circus. Officers of the House were 
chosen subsequently. 

On Weduesday President Harrison 
sent in his Annual Message, which was 
read and disposed of in the customary 
manner. 

Then opeved the business of the new 
Congress in good earnest. ,

Miss Balgarnie’s Lecture. 


Miss Florence Balgarnie of Scarborough, 
England, lectured before the Woburn Wo- 
man’s Club on December 4, on **The Fac- 
tory Girl as I knew her.” Miss Balgarnie 
from her broad experiences among the work- 
ing girls of London, and her active work in 
societies formed for their benefit, is fully 
able to give a just account of their suffer- 
ings and privations Miss Balgarnie was a 
delegate to the Council of Women held in 
Washington last winter, and during all these 
months of travel through the States she has 
been studying the life of our waye-earning 
girls and women. 

The lecturer bad no written notes, she 
talked to the Club ina delightfully uncon- 
ventional way, and ehe impressed her au- 
dience with her sincerity and earnestness; 
and her whole soul devoted to the 
cause of the down-trodden and struggling 
women, 

Although Miss 


sees 


Balgarnie spoke of the 
working women in the north of England, 
those employed outside the mines sifting 
coal, she drew our attention, chiefly, to 
those employed in the East End of London 
—the White Chapel quarter. There, where 
half a million girls tfiad employment, their 
condition is pitiable; for the wages paid are 
often too little to buy sufficient food, and 
clothing must be got as it can—honestly or 
dishonestly 

The occupations are entirely 
girls; they are those of match, rope, and 
brush making, and the forging of chains. 
Che girls make these chains at their homes 
—litt'e forges being builtin small sheds in 
the rear of their homes; and it no un- 
common sight to see young girls returning 
the finished chains In) wheelbarrows, 
clanging them negligently along the paye-

John Burns, by his stand taken at the 
Trafalgar Square Riot; Rev. Mr. Basset, 
by the devotion of his time and money; 


Miss Clementina Black, by her writings in 
the Kortnightly Review —with the combined 
efforts of many wealthy and educated men 
and women in England are fast developing 
a feeling of personal responsibility for the 
wrongs of working women: and, by a spirit 
of fellowship they are urging on this philan- 
thropic work. 

We were told of the lockout which re- 
sulted in a strike—a successful one—in the 
match factory of Bryant and May. 

The object of Miss Balgarnie and her 
co-workers, is to enable the working girls 
to band together in creating a fair standard 
of wages and work, and in lessening the 
number and severity of the rules, and th, 
length of a day’s work required by thei: 
employees 

It is not easy to start these labor unions; 
for many a girl has been discharged because 
she belonged (or was thought to belong) to 
such a club. 

Since the riot of five years ago, a news 
paper called Zhe Link has been published 
in this cause, edited by William Stead and 
Mrs. Besant. 

Club houses have been opened, some of 
them beautiful—the People’s Palace being 
the grandest effort—where the girls who so 
wish can find instruction, conradeship, and 
refined pleasures, 

Illustrated lectures, candy scrapes, and 
the Swedish drill are the most popular 
amusements for the tired bodies and minds 
of these working girls. —G, M. B.

Interlinked Ancestry. 

To the caption above given we 
might add, **‘Phe Curiosities of 
nalogy.”” The writer has sometimes 
had the curiosity, as a pastime, to look 
up, toa certain exteut, the various lines 
of descent in the case of some well 
known native of Woburn. When our 
respected citizen, E. F. Johnson, was 
elected to the office of Mayor it 
a pleasure to trace his descent back 
through a long line of honored names 
Johnson, the first Town 
Clerk of Woburn, the historian, the 
architect, and the man of affairs in 
many ways in the early history of our 
old town. Other interlinked 
with that of Johuson designate other 
ancestors of note in the olden time. 

It has already been thought worthy 
of special notice that a similar pedigree 
is the inheritance of our present Mayor- 
elect. In a direct, unbroken line, op 
one side, he is descended from James 
Thompson, one of the thirty-two siguers 
of the famous ‘Town Orders, Dee. 18, 
1640; and in an equally direct line, on

names 


the other side, he is descended from 
John Wyman, another of the signers 


of those Orders. As the number of 
those signers and of the first settlers of 
Woburn was small their families often 
intermarried, Hence, of the thirty- 
two signers of the Orders at least seven 
became ancestors of I}. Everett Thomp- 
sou: James Thompson, John Wyman, 
Edward Converse, James Converse, 
Samuel Richardson, John Wright and 
Capt. John Carter. 

Of the seven men designated by the 
mother church in Charlestown to effect 
the organization of the First Church of 
Woburn in 1642, at least two, perhaps 
three, were ancestors of KE, E. 
son. 

Of the original members of the First 
Church, after its organization was 
effected, though its roll of members for 
the first 114 years is unfortunately lost, 
it is well kuown that a considerable 
number were, or ere long became, by 
various intermarriages, ancestors of 
our Mayor-elect. 

Of the first Board of Selectmen 
three were ancestors, one of whom,

James Thompson, served for nearly 
twenty years,

Po one who has looked into these 


matters of ancestral history it is inter- 
esting to notice that 
names here mentioned represent not 
merely one line but two or more 
separate lines of descent from either 
James ‘Thompson or John W yman 
down to I. Everett Thompson. ‘The 
names also of Powle, Nutt, Hartwell, 
Simonds, Teed, Whitmore, Blodgett 
and athers well known in old Woburn 
are fquud in one or another af these 
lines of descent,

LESSON XI, FOURTH QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, DEC. 13. 


Text of the Lesson, John xx, 1-18—Com- 
mit Verses, 15, 16—Golden Text, Rom. 
vill, 34—Commentary the Rev, D. 
M. Stearns.

1, “The first day of the week cometh 

Mary Magdalene early, when it was yet 

Wark, unto the sepulcher, and seeth the 

stone taken away from the sepulcher,” 

2 “Then she runneth and cometh to 
Simon Peter and ta the other disciple whom 
Jesus loved, and saith unto them, They 
have taken away the Lord out of the sepul- 
cher, and we know not where they have 
laid Him,” 

There had been an earthquake and a 
resurrection not only of the body of Jesus, 
as He had foretold, but also of the bodies 
of many of the saints (Math, xxvii, 51-53), 
and when Mary and the other women 
renehed the tomb an angel sat upon the 
stone by the mouth of the tomb and said 
that Jesus was risen (Math, xxviii, i-0). 
Mary Magdalene was the first to run with 
the tidings to the disciples, but she did not 
take In the angel’s word that He was 
risen any more than she had received 
Jesus’ own word that He would rise, How 
fearful is unbelief! 

8. “Peter therefore went forth, and that 
other disciple, and came to the sepulcher,” 

4. “So they ran both together; and the 
other disciple did outrun Peter, and came 
first to the sepulcher.”’ 

Love is fleetest; it will make our feet like 
hind’s feet (Hab. iii, 19) It says, “Draw 
me, we will run after Thee’ (S. of Sol. 
1,4). Butif unbelieving love will do this, 
what should believing love do? . 

6. “And he, stooping down and looking 
in, saw the linen clothes lying; yet went he 
not in.” 

Joseph and Nicodemus had wrapped the 
body in linen clothes with about a hun 
dred pounds’ weight of myrrh and aloes 
(chapter xix, 89, 40). 

6. “Then cometh Simon Peter following 
him, and went into the sepulcher, and seeth 
the linen clothes lie.” 

Impulsive us usual; the same Peter who 
would die with Him before he would deny 
Him; who would walk on the water to 
Him, and who a little later cast himself 
from the boat into the sea to go to Jesus. 

7. “And the napkin that was about His 
head, not lying with the linen clothes, but 
wrapped together in a place by itself,” 

“Then went in also that other disciple 
which came first to the sepulcher, and he 
saw and believed.” 

He saw the clothes and the napkin and 
that the body was gone, and he now fully 
believed Mary’s story that the Lord’s body 
was taken away; but that Jesus had uac- 
tually risen from the dead the next verse 
would seem to teach us they did not yet 
believe. Foolish and slow of heart to be- 
lieve all that the prophets bad spoken 
were they (Luke xxiv, 25), and just as fool- 
ish are we, and much more to be blamed, 
if with our completed Bible and the Holy 
Spirit to teach us we continue unbelieving 
in reference to the resurrection of the just, 
the rewards for service, the marriage of the 
Lamb and the return with Christ in power 
and glory (Luke xiv, 14; Rev. xxii, 12; 
xix, 1-15). 

9. “For as yet they knew not the Scrip- 
ture, that He must rise again from the 
dead.”

fe Principal Samuel W. Mendum 
of the Woburn High School had a 
signed Editorial in the Boston Sunday 
Globe of Dec. 13 which treated of 
shorthand und typewriting as regular 
studies in the public schools of the 
State. ‘There are people in the country 
who still cling to the Democratic 
doctrine of 40 years ago that a public 
school means teaching the **three Rs— 
Reading, Riting and’ Rithmatic’’—and 
no more, and that no legal warrant can 
be produced for taxing the people for 
the muintenance schools for the 
purpose of instruction in other and 
higher branches of learning. It is a 
serious question as to what a **common 
school education” really means, and it 
is one on which much thought has been 
bestowed, particularly as bearing on the 
matter of taxation, It is not yet a 
settled question, but that the term 
means more than it did 30 or 40 years 
ago is a proposition too clear to need 
argument in support of it. But just 
what it does mean has never yet been 
settled, a fuct which Principal Mendum 
seems to «appreciate. He therefore 
handles the subject from the standpoint 
of expediency, which perhaps is the 
truest and most practical one that can 
be assumed in discussing the introduc- 
tion of the above studies and making 
them a part of the curriculum of our 
commou schools. Mr. Mendum’s 
Editorial was ably written and will 
doubtless exert a good influence in 
favor of practical education,

‘Another Exploded Woburn Tradition.’» 


Such is the startling caption of an article 
in a recentnumber of the Winchester Star 
What the previous explosions were and 
how extensive the wreck we are not 
informed, But the writer goes on to say 
that ‘talmost every one supposes that the 
world-known Baldwin apple was born and 
nurtured on Baldwin's farm in Woburn and 
residents of that place have for years 
pointed with pride to the farm that gave 
birth to this rosy-cheeked fruit.” 

To these extraordinary assertions we 
simply reply: No intelligent man in Wo- 
burn or elsewhere has ever been know to 
affirm thatthe Baldwin apple was born in 
Woburn, nor has any man at any time 
aflirmed that the apple was born on Bald- 
win’s farm wherever that may have been. 
Neither of these statements is or has ever 
been a **Woburi tradition ” 

It has been proved beyond all dispute by 
numerous witnesses, the Baldwins included, 
that the original tree was found in Wilming 
ton near the well known street called 
‘Butters Row.” Many years ayo, the} 
State Legislature, by a Committee of the 
highest competence and respectability, 
investigated the subject and marked the site 
of the tree. A plan of the locality and of 
the roads leading to North Woburn about 
two miles distant, was carefully made and 
engraved, copies of which still exist. To 
these essential facts no man in Woburn hae 
more uniformly and unhesitatingly testified 
than the family of Col. Baldwin itself. 
His son, James F. Baldwin of Boston, was 
one of the party specially interested in the 
identification. The late Marshall P. Wilder 
of Dorchester was another. 

After the discovery of the tree by Samuel 
Thompson, Esq., a noted surveyor of North 
Woburn, and employed with Col. Baldwin 
and others in the survey for the Middlesex 
Canal, he and his brother, “Sheriff Abijah” 
Thompson took grafts and put them into a 
long line of trees near their homes on what 
was and is still known as Ward IMl!. It 
wae from these trees, the last one of which 
was blown down when full of fruit as late 
as 1870, that both the Thompsons and the 
Baldwins have believed Col. Baldwin, later 
on, took the scions with which he engrafted 
his famous ‘4 acre orchard” across the 
atreet from the Thompson orchard. And 
James F. Baldwin, not long before the 
last tree in the Thompson grounds was 
destroyed, came from Boston and bought 
some of the apples which he regarded as 
the second generation from the original tree 
in Wilmington, Mr. Baldwin was well 
known to the writer as a man and a relative 
and the ground on which the tree stood, 
then owned by Dea. Charles ‘Thompson, is 
now included in the writer's garden. 

But the Winchester writer proceeds to 
“explode” the **Wobuarn Tradition” which 
never existed, by an extract from Brooks's 
History of Medford, by which it appears 
that Medford alone, of all the seven towns 
that have claimed to be the birth-place of 
the Baldwin apple, is the town that has the 
coveted honor, and the part of Medford 
designated, being now included in Win- 
chester, the last named town has inherited 
the palm. The famous tree is declared to 
have stood on the fara of Samuel Thompson 
within a few rods of the old Black Horse 
Tavern, 

If the Winchester writer will read an 
Article in Vol. I, No. 8, pp. 172-196 of the 
Winchester Record, to be found doubtless 
in the Winchester Library, he can see that 
something may be said on the other side 
It may be proper to add in reference to this 
Article, that a distinguished lawyer lately 
deceased in one of our cities, afler carefully 
reading it, pronounced it unanswerable. 
One of the ablest writera in our largest 
city, intending to prepare an Article on the 
Baldwin Apple for « well-known and 
jnfluential periodical, applied to the present 
writer for some facts and data, but after 
receiving aud readiog the Article in the 
Record, wrote again: “Lt will be super- 
fluoue for me to write. You haye left 
nothing further to be said.” The Board of 
Agriculture o1 New Hampshire solicited 
permission to print the entire Article with 
their Annual Report, and it accordingly 
appears, with the engraved plan of the 
locality added, in the Report for 1887, 

Bat though we cannot introduce the! 
Article here, let us notice some of ite

started the apple in Medford. Is it credi- 
ble that Col. Baldwin could have written 
such a letter to his fellow-discoverer of this 
very apple, and this without so much as an 
allusion to the past? No wonder Dr, Ellis 
in his memoirs of Count Rumford, signifi- 
cantly says of the story in Brooks's History 
of Medford:—“If this be true, it is strange 
that Baldwin made no reference to the in- 
cident when sending the apples to Rum- 
ford.” 

To the above, itis proper to add a few 
lines trom the late George Rumford Bald- 
win, the owner for many years and the oc- 
cupant till his death, of the old Baldwin 
homestead :— 

“Tf there had been such a tree at Black 
Horse Hill, from which my father obtained 
the scion he grafted into the young apple- 
tree stocks, where he filled a field of four 
acres with them, itis very strange that I 
never heard from any one of the family that 
there waa the original site where he got his 
scions, * * * If they all were to come from 
the Medford tree, it would be robbing both 
tree and owner.” 

Among the many facts which are perti 
nent to our rejection of Brooks's account of 
the origin of the Baldwin Apple, we have 
room only for one more: ‘Three years be- 
fore Brooke’s History was published, Tue 
Woburn Journat (March 6, 1852) copied 
trom the Green Mountain Farmer the fol- 
lowing :—*'In the conflict of testimony, we 
beg leave to repeat in substance the account 
we published a year or two ago respecting 
the origin of the Baldwin Apple, and give 
the authority for our statements, Our ac- 
(was that this tree grew, and at the 
close of the Revolution was standing in the 
orchard of Samuel Thompson of Woburn, 
and was known by the name of the *‘Wood- 
pecker tree.’ Col. Loami Baldwin got a 
taste of the fruit, admired it, procured a 
supply of the scions and engrafted them in 
his own orchard.” * * * ‘Our authority 
for this account,” says the writer, ‘*was the 
Rev. Charles Brooks of Boston, who, on 
being again questioned by us on the subject 
a few months ago, fully reaffirmed the state- 
ment, and said he had it from his kinsman, 
the late Governor Brooks who was person: 
ally Knowing to the circumstances.” 

This seems to be a case of Brooks versus 
Brooks, but charity suggest» rather a slip 
of the memory or of the pen on the part of 
the excellent writer of the History of 
Medford, His kinsman, Gov. Brooks, wus 
wtriend of Col. Baldwin and the two men 
were alike interested in the construction of 
the Middlesex Canal, during the survey of 
which the celebrated apple was found in 
Wilmington, It would be easy, after the 
lapse of so many years, to confound Samuel 
Thompson of Woburn and the tree he dis- 
covered, and his kinsman, Samuel Thomp- 
son of Medford, and a tree in that town, 
And it is noteworthy here that the Thomp- 
sons of Medford were of the Woburn 
family, and the old Black Horse Tavern ot 
those days was occupied by near relatives, 
in two or three lines, af Samuel Thompson, 
E-q., and Sheriff Abijah Thompson of 
Woburn, the very men who took the first 
scions from the Wilmington tree and raised 
the trees from which Col, Baldwin took 
grafts for his famous orchard, It is a curi- 
ous fact that the wife of Noah Wyman, then 
of the Black Horse Tavern, was a sister of 
the Thompson brothers; the wife of Sheriff 
Abijah Thompson was a sister of Noah 
Wyman; the wife of Samuel Thompson, 
Exq., was the widow of Noah Wyman's 
brother Jesse; and Moses ‘Tufts of Medford, 
who is said to have grafted many trees in 
that town with scions from the Woburn 
orchards, married another sister of Samuel 
and Abijah ‘Thompsen of Woburn.—Wo-

A SERMON 


Preached at Wob. Dec’r 29, 1771, A.M. 
BY JACOB COGGIN, A. M. 


68 P. 20. He that is our ©, is the 
© of Salvation, and unto © the d. be- 
long the issue from death. 


As Salvation from eternal misery & 
despair, & an admission into a 
state of everlasting blessedness & feli- 
city is the one thing truly needful, & 
of infinite weight & importance to 
us, so we should be made sensible that 
itis notin the hands of avy created 
being to save us, & that @, the d. 
all is the only eflicieat cause of our sal- 


of 


vation. Says the Psalmist, who was 
inspired by ©, in the vy. preceding our 
text: Blessed be the d. who daily 


loudeth us with benefits, even the God 
of our salvation. The Psalmist here 
expresses his thankfulness unto the d. 
God Almighty for innumerable mer- 
cies; not only for the grand and glori- 
ous blessings of X’s asscension, men- 
tioned in the preceding v., but for daily 
favours & benefits conferred on us. He 
speaks of God's loading us with his 
benefits, 7. e., with favours & mercies. 
And thisis agreeable to common speech : 
Men are said tobe loaded by another 
when they receive favours & benelits 
from him in great abundance. The 
Psalmist adds, even the God our 
salvation, 7. e., God Almighty is the 
sole author & finisher, both of our 
present, & of our eternal salvation. 
And then follows the words now read 
unto you: He that is our God, is the 
God of salvation, & unto God the d. 
belong the issues from death. As it 
belongs to God the d. to grant salvation, 
so itis in his hand & power to dispose 
of the issue of death. By the issue of 
death, we are to understand escapes or 
deliverances therefrom, orin death, 7. ¢., 
in the greatest dangers, yea, even death 
itself, in & from which the mighty God, 
through X delivers his people. 

In speuking to these words of the in- 
spired Psalinist, I shall endeavor: 

1. To give some representation of 
this salvation spoken of by him.

2. Show that the salvation of the 
people of God is owing unto God 


the d. 

He grants salvation as he admits to 
the happiness of the heavenly state & 
w, & delivers from eternal death. 

He that is our God, is the God of 
salvation & unto God the d. belong the 
issues of death, 

In the first place, IT am to give some 
representation of this salvation spoken 
of by the Psalmist. 

Now this salvation may mean present 
& eternal salvation, but especially sal- 
vation in the future state & w, & in 
this sense, which undoubtedly the 
special meaning of the Psalmist, I shall 
consider it. 

This salvation is an everlasting 
salvation, which cousists in a perfect 
deliverance from all evil. It 
in a full & complete deliverance from 
sin, which God the d. hates & abhors; 
from the power & dominion, from the 
defilement & pollution, of sin, In this 
salvation there is an entire freedom from 
the hidings of God's face, & frown the 
ullurings of wicked one, that urdoer of 
immortal spirits, & disturber of the 
people of God, In this salvation there 
is # freedom from the assaults & at- 
tacks of principalities & powers, of the 
rulers of the darkness of this w, & of 
spiritual wickedness in high places. In 
this salvation there is also a deliverance 
from trouble & ufiliction, from pain & 
sickuess, from sorrow & from death. 
St. Jolin in represeoting the excellency 
of the church, which is above, says in 
his Rey. 21¢.,.8,4: Aud TI heard a 
voice outof heaven saying: Behold the 
tabernacle of God is with men, & he 
will dwell with them, & they shall be 
his people, & God himself shall be 
with them, & be their God, And God 
shall wipe away alltears trom thereyes ; 
& there shall be uo move death, neither 
sorrow vor crying; peither shall there 
be auy more pains for the former things 
ure pursed away, All sorrow, & all

In 
this salvation tears shall be taken from 
our eyes, all sorrow expelled from our 


souls, & we shall be forever with the 
d., even our God, to serve him with 


strength, to praise with pleasure & de- 
light, to love him above measure, to 
fear him without disquiet, to obey 
him without distraction, & to be per- 
fectly like unto him in holiness & im- 
mortality. In this salvation is also the 
fruition of all good. It is to enjoy 
God himself 10 whom all good centers. 
It is to be forever in the presence of the 
Lamb, the only begotten of the father, 
& thed. of everlasting glory. It is to be 
the companions of glorious Augels, & 
the spirit men perfected in 
heaven. In a word, itis to enjoy all 
that happiness & glory which is at 
God’s right hand forevermore. Indeed 
the nature of this salvation such, 
that it is not possible for earthly sons 
of men ina full & complete manner to 
describe it. Forno mortal eye hath 
seen, nor ear heard, veither has the 
hearts of the sons of men conceived 
the things which God has prepared for 
them that love him. And tuat 
have the inexpressible happiness of 
being the subjects of this salvation will 
be ready to express like the Queen of 
Sheba to Solomon: It was a true re- 
port that I heard of it, & that one half 
of the greatness of this salvation was 
not told me. 

I proceed now to show 2d

The whole work & business of the 
salvation of the pcople of God, is 
owing unto him, & and all the parts 


thereof. ‘The full & complete salvation 
of a good man from the first to the last, 


from the lowest to the highest step, must 
be ascribed to the free grace & favour 
of God, through the merits of bis only 
begotten & dearly beloved Son. 

It may be said Ist, the salvation of 
the people of God from the guilt of sin 
is owing to the d. God. 

When persons are guilty they are 
liable to suffer puvishmevt. When 
persons have broken the precepts and 
commands of a holy & righteous God 
they lie exposed to suffer the peualty 
annexed to his laws, and without 
forgiveness must really suffer the pun- 
ishment provided, But by the remis- 
sion of sin the guilt is removed, & 
this is done by God the d. Sioa is a 
breach of the divine Law, & therefore 
it must be the Almighty God, the great 


Law-giver, & the d. of all alone, that 
can save from the guilt thereof, 
The Psalmist says in 41 P. 4: 


Agiinst thee, thee only have I sinned, 
& done this evil in thy sight. Who 
then can grant the remission of sins but 
the d, God Almighty? Sin is a debt 
& as a debt obliges the debtor pay- 
ment, 80 sin does the sinner to punish- 
ment. As the creditor has a right to 
exact full payment from the debtor, so 
God has a right to inflict punishinent 
on the guilty, Therefore we are di- 
rected to pray, Math. 12, forgive 
us our debts, as we forgive our debtors. 
And the Psalmist being convinced that 
salvation was owing to the d, God, 
prays as in 51 BP. beginning: Have 
mercy upou me, O God, according unto 
thy loving kindness : according unto the 


to 


6, 


multitude of thy tender mercies blot 
out my trausgressions. Wash me 
thoroughly from mine iniquity & 


cleanse me from my sin. And if God 
the d, did not deliver us from the guilt 
of sin, we must unavoidably suffer the 
punishment provided for sinners, 

2. Deliverance from the prevailing 
strength of sin is owing to the d. God, 

Sin vot only binds the soul over to 
death eternal, but sets up a throne in 
sinners hearts, Sin is as a mighty 
king, who has a royal power over the 
enslaved sinner, ‘Those therefore that 
are under the prevailing strength 
power of sin are subjects of salvation, 
& slaves to their unruly appetites, & 
so are the children of wrath, because 
children of disobedience, As you may

THE LIFE FROM THE DEAD 


IN- 


LESSON XiIl, FOURTH QUARTER, 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, DEC. 27. 


Review of the Quarter—From the Raising 
of Lazarus to the Last Appearance to 
the Disciples the Great Theme Is Im- 
mortality Through Christ. 


“Said I not unto thee that if thou 
wouldst believe thou shouldst see the glory 
ef God.” Such is the sublime declaration 
of Jesus in the first lesson of the quarter 
now closing. It was spoken to Martha, the 
sister of Lazarus. It was a promise that 
God’s power should be manifested in rais- 
ing her brother when he had been dead 
four days, and it was followed immediately 
by the gracious miracle. The Jews that 
stood by had asked of each other whether 
this man which opened the eyes of the bling 
could not have prevented this death, It is 
plain that neither they nor the sorrowing 
sisters had indulged any hope that the dead 
Lazarus might be raised. 

They were soon and wonderfully en 
Nightened, ‘The dead was raised in their 
sight. Thereafter to the eid of the quar 
ter’s lessons the truth chat life and im 
mortality are brough’ to life in Christ’s 
Gospel is increasingiy enforced and illus- 
trated to the glor’ous confirmation by the 
rising of Christ Himself. Incidentally we 
notein the oy ening lesson that the Jews 
of thut time already had a very clear iden 
of the imn ortality of the soul, for when 
Jesus told Martha that her brother should 
rise, she: aswered as plainly and simply as 
any Christian would now answer, “I know 
that he shall rise again at the last day.’ 

In the next lesson Jesus foretells his 
death, but adds to it an immediate promise 
of ¢ternal life. St. John passes rapidly 
ovr the events of the lust week, assuming 
them to be known to the Christians, but 
«dwells on each act demonstrating the divin 
ity of Christ and his promise of eternal 

‘life. In the next lesson is related the sub 
lime act of humiliation by which Jesus 
showed that he loved his disciples to the 
end,and all of the next two lessons is devot 
ed to the glorious doctrine of the Comforter, 
As one reads this account in John he feels 
an intevse conviction that he is reading a 
verbal report by an actual witness, It 
carries conviction as a modern “interview” 
is sometimes said to do—by the force of in 
ternal evidence. 

Then follows Christ’s sublime prayer for 
his disciples, his betrayal, arrest and ar 
raignment before Annas and Caiaphas, and 
then the cu,. us play between priests and 
politicians by which he was sent back and 
forward, and the extraordinary episode of 
Pilate’s relenting and his wife's famous 
plea. ‘The student of Bible history should 
pause at this point and study all the de 
tails carefully, for right here is an inter 
lock of politics and popular hatred, Roman 
law and Jewish prejudice, which by a 
mysterious providence furnishes some of 
the stronyest evidence of the truth of the 
Gospel narrative. 

It is a singular and most momentous 
fact that of the principal persons here men 
tioned and of the general state of feeling in 
Jerusaiem at that time, we have a history 
from sources outside of the Bible as com 
plete and anthentic as we have of any 
great era iu modern times. We know al 
most as much of the Herods as we do of 
the Hanoverian monarchs of Great Britain, 
The quarrel between this Herod and Pilate 
and their reconciliation and the reasons 
why the chief priests prevailed are all 
made known to us by unquestioned pro 
fane history, Now observe how completely 
every little plrase that St. John uses fits 
in with that history, and note especially 
that he tells bis story precisely as an eye 
witness would tell it, In the profane his 
tory of this era the Bible student may find 
material for many bours of profitable en 
joyment. 

On one important point, however, there 
is great disparity of opinion. Pilateseemed 
very anxious to exculpate Jesus, or at any 
rate so pretended. Yet when the Jews 
cried out thiut the prisoner had violated 
their law and ought to die, “when Pilate 
heard that saying he was sore afraid,” 
Afraid of what? He wad declared Jesus 
innocent of any offense against the Roman 
law, and as to religion it is highly prob 
able that he was, like most Roman officials 
of the time, on atheist; yet he was in fear, 


and again questioned Jesus. Note the 
statement of the Saviour in one reply: 
“Thou couldst have no power at all 


against me except it were given thee from 
above.” 

That is, God is the sovereign and earthly 
rulers are lis ministers, however they may 
abuse their power or neylect their duties, 
The Jews prevailed, The crucifixion fol 
jlowed at once. Christ was laid in the 
tomb, and then came the crowning proof 
of immortality. That Jesus Christ was 
crucified no one, not even his bitterest ene 
mies, have denied, That he vose from the 
dead was shown by so “many infallible 
proofs” (Acts i, 8), that thousands were 
convinced within a few months, Before 
any account of it was put iu writing the 
fact was preached in Galatia, Macedonia, 
Corinth, Home, Alexandria and scores of 
ininor places, and converts multiplied, 
‘The proofs must indeed have been many 
and infallible to produce such widespread 
conviction, 

Seven appearances of Christ are spe 
cifically recorded, and then follows the gen 
eral statement of his forty days of instruc 
tion, And all that time there was but one 
topio—""The things pertaining to the king 
dom of God," Vhe affairs of this world 
and the duties of this life were first taught, 
and then his divine mission, immortal 
ity was now demonstrated and the truths 
of 4 higher life were to be set forth, The 
Christian church was planted, and we must 
now turn to ite earthly wials and vicissi 
tudes.
